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Marking System 
In Newton Schools 
Is Modified 

School Committee, Gives Explanation 
Of New System 

A meeting was held on Monday 
night at the hall in the Technical 
High School at which Superintendent 
of Schools Julius E. Warren explained 
to a gathering of about 100 members 
of Parent-Teacher Associations a new 
system of marking in the Newton 
public schools which is a compromise 
between the marking system formerly 
used and the no marking plan adopt- 
ed by former Supt. of Schools Lund. 
Following protests made by parents 
against the “no marking plan” a sub- 
committee composed of members or 
the School Committee, in conjunction 
with Supt. Warren, studied this ques- 
tion. Questionnaires were sent out 
to all the teachers in the Newton pub- 
lic schools asking for their views on 
marking and no marking. The teach- 
ers replied anonymously. 

Under the new plan parents of 
children in the grades from the fourth 
through the junior high schools will 
receive reports four times each school 
year. Pupils in the lower grades will i 
not get marks, but those in the jun- 1 
ior high school grades will. The | 
more desirable features of the re- 
ports os used last year are retained. 
Some of the new features will meet 
the requests made by those parents 
who protested against the no mark- 
ing plan. The new system was ex- 
plained as follows: 

(1) A recognition of the principle 
that it is desirable that the child be 
conscious of the degyee of improve- 
ment that he is making, or failing to 
make. To this end, plans will be de- 
vised which will enable each child 
to know his progress. 

(2) The child should be conscious 
of the main facts of the report, be- 
fore it is sent out. This might mean, 
that in so far as it is possible, the 
vocabulary of the letter reports shall 
be understandable to the child. 

(3) A plan by which goals of a- 
chievement for each subject shall be 
.set up on each grade level. 

(4) A plan by which the relative 
standing of each child on standardized 
objective tests in the fundamentals 
of reading and arithmetic shall he 
made known to the home, as soon as 
It seems possible to provide funds or 
means of carrying out such a pro- 
gram. 

(5) Preparation of a “vocabulary” 
of words and terms that will help tea- 
chers to describe and explain the rea-

The other members of the 
household are his brother, Thomas 
Holden, and the motherless twin sons 
of the latter. John and Gerald Hol- 
den. 5Vj years old. The recipient of 
the lottery fortune has been devoted 
to his little nephews, whose mother 
died shortly after they were born, 
and he is frequently seen with them.

Gaetano Spezzano of 97 Florence st.. i 
Newton Centre, is one of the Middle- : 
sex County farmers who was awarded 
a bonus recently by the A. A. A., the 
Federal Santa Claus for farmers. Gaet- 
ano was award 3d $4(58 because he had 
not as many pigs on ills premises as 
he had kept a year ago. Over a year 
ago neighbors of Spezzano's com- 
plained to the Newton Health Depart- 
ment that he was keeping a large num- 
ber of pigs on his property without a 
permit. He was warned to get rid of 
the pigs. Recently more complaints 
came from Spezzano's neighbors and 
Inspector House of the Health De- 
partment fonnd that Spezzano still had 
18 pigs at his place, and in addition j 
was keeping hens without a permit. 
He was warned to dispose of the pigs 
and obtain a permit to keep the 
liens. He did not heed the warning, 
so he was arraipned in the Newton 
court on Wednesday and fined $10 on 
each of the counts of keeping pigs 
and fowl without permits. The fines 
were suspended on condition that 
Spezzano get the permits by Nov. 7. 
The Health Department stated that he 
will not get a permit to keep pigs, but 
be may get one to keep hens. Not- 
withstanding Hint Spezzano had been 
raising pigs illegally, he had been 
awarded the bonus by the A. A. A. on 
his promise to reduce the number of 
pigs at bis farm.

Mayor Weeks 
Favors License 

In Newton 


Mayor Sinclair Weeks today advo- 
cated license for Newton on the 
ground tiiat true temperance can best 
be attained by regulation of the liquor 
traffic and strict enforcement through 
the Board of License Commissioners. 
A no-license vote In this city, he be- 
lieves, would bring a return of boot- 
leggers and speakeasies. 

The Mayor’s statement was issued 
in response to a letter addressed to 
him by- Mrs. Frank H. Colony of 
Newton Highlands. His opinion and 
his stand for a "yes” vote on the Li- 
cense question follows: 

October 30. 1934. 

Dear Mrs. Colony: 

In response to the request contained 
in yours of the 29th. I am entirely 
willing to let you have my personal 
opinion as to the license situation in 
the City* of Newton. 

“In 1933, when license was voted 
I in the city, it became my duty to ap- 
point a Board of License Commission- 
ers, and I nam**d the following Com- 
mission: Mr. William T. Glidden. Jr.. 
I of West Newton. Mr. John V'. Spald- 
ing of Newton Highlands, and Mr. A. 
Leslie Moriartv of Auburndale. Under 
the direction of this Commission a 
number of licenses in the various 
classes have been granted. 

“Our experience with license in 
Newton, while not perfect, has been, 
as I see It. reasonably satisfactory, 
and the business, which without li- 
cense would have gone elsewhere, has 
been conducted within the city limits, 
thus affording employment for Newton 
residents and rental of stores and oth- 
er spaces previously vacant. Provision 
has also, of course, been made for the 
sale of beverages at the various clubs 
| located within the city limits. 

“My belief as to the desirability of 
continuing license in this city is 
based somewhat on my opinion of 
license generally. Under the opera- 
tion of the Eighteenth Amendment, I 
believe it was demonstrated that the 
liquor traffic continued in operation 
through the medium of bootleggers 
and speakeasies, and that the situa- 
tion from the standpoint of true tem- 
pearance has and will continue to 
show improvement as a result of its 
repeal. 

“I personally- shall vote to continue 
license in this city because I believe 
that under our present Board of Li- 
cense Commissioners and the regula- 
tions established, we can control the 
beverage situation to better advan- 
tage by keeping it out in the open 
than we can by prohibiting its sale 
and consumption and endeavoring to 
bring about strict enforcement of 
such prohibition. 

“You have requested permission to 
make public my response to vour let- 
ter and I am satisffed to have you 
make such use of this response as 
you see fit. I would, however, call 
to your attention again, that this is 
merely my personal opinion, based

Incendiary Fire 
Endangers Many 
At Chestnut Hill 

General Alarm Fire Causes 
$25,000 Damage 

A fire of supposed incendiary origin 
caused $25,000 damage when it prae 
tically destroyed a four story apart- 
ment building at 41 Commonwealth 
avenue. Chestnut Hill, early Wednes- 
day morning. There were eight 
apartments in the building, occupied 
by 31 persons. The fire was discov- 
ered by Ernest Miller, janitor of the 
building, about 1:40 a. m. It was 
blazing in the basement of the build- 
ing near the bottom of a dumb ele- 
vator shaft, and it rapidly spread up 
this shaft to the other floors. Miller 
rushed through the building ringing 
the bells and pounding on the doors 
of all the departments. So rapidly 
did the flames spread, that many of 
the occupants of the building had to 
rush to the street without having rim** 
to dr- They were gi\ 4 o n shelter in 
neighboring homes. Miss Mary Flem 
ing. 65. a cripple who resided in a 
second floor apartment, was carried 
to the street by four Boston College 
students who were lodgers in another 
apartment in the building. Several 
small children were carried out of the 
blazing building. 

The first alarm received for the fire 
was a telephone call and when the 
first apparatus arrived the entire rear 
of the building was afire and flames 
were shooting above the roof. Sec- 
ond and third alarms were quickly- 
sounded and aid called from Brook- 
line and Brighton. The fire depart- 
ments of Wellesley. Needham. Water- 
town. Waltham and Belmont sent ap- 
paratus to cover Newton stations. Be- 
fore the blaze started the rope which 
was in the elevator shaft was cut. 
This caused the supposition that some 
person may have done this to keep 
the elevator at the bottom of the 
shaft and allow free draft for the 
flames. Chief Randlett of the New- 
ton Fire Department notified the State 
Fire Marshal and Inspector Shumway 
of that office has been investigating 
the fire.

NEWTON FAILS TO 
SCORE THREE TIMES 
AND LOSES TO QUINCY 

Completely outrushlng Quincy High 
at the Dickinson Stadium last Sat- 
urday the Newton High football 
eleven failed to capitalize on three 
chances to sow up the game and went 
down to a 7 to 6 defeat when quar- 
terback Victor DiGravlo converted the j 
all-important point after touchdown 
In a see-saw battle. Newton showed j 
its best form of the year In piling j 
up yardage but the crucial moments 
did not have the necessary punch, 
(’balking up twelve first downs to 
four for the visitors clearly showed 
the margin of superiority the orange 
and black had over the blue and 
white. But with Quincy stiffening 
its defense in the shadow of ItR goal 
and repulsing the Newton attnek it 
brought the visiting eleven a well-de- 
served victory. 

The Newton touchdown came in 
the second period shortly after the 
first goalline staved off a Newton 
score. Regaining the ball on a kick 
Newton marched 45 yards to score. 
Two plays covered most of the dis- 
tance. A 22-yard pass from Savignano 
to Byrne and a back-lateral pass play 
which shook Savignano free for 18 
yards bringing the ball to the 4-yard 
stripe. A Savignano pass to Moore 
produced the touchdown. Savlgnano's 
attempt to place kick failed miser- 
ably when McLeod fumbled the pass 
from centre. 

Quincy’s touchdown came after the 
visitors had penetrated into Newton 
territory on a 57-yard jaunt by Nick 
Malvesti, star of the Quincy back- 
field. to the Newton 18-yard line on 
the play after the kick-off opening 
the second half.

When Rindge Tech meets Newton 
High on the football gridiron at the 
Dickinson Stadium tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o’clock the 1934 Suburban 
league title will he at stake. With 
the exception of this game and the 
Newton-Brookllne clash on Thanks- 
giving Day all league games have 
been completed. During the past few 
years with but four teams holding 
membership In this historic circuit 
which once was the strongest In 
eastern Massachusetts and with tra- 
ditional non-league rivals to meet dur- 
ing the season the league schedule 
has naturally become Irregular. Thus 
Cambridge Latin completed its three 
league games last Saturday against 
Brookline having previously met New- 
ton in the second game of the season 
and Rindge Tech on Columbus Day 
morning. Ridge Tech winds up Its 
league season again at Newton tomor- 
row having met Brookline two weeks 
ago.

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Election campaigns are drawing to a close. The next few 
days will see the culmination of one of the most stirring political 
battles in the history of Massachusetts. There is greater in- 
terest in the election this year than ever before. An interest 
centered in the contest for the office of Governor. It is a con- 
test that defies critical analysis or accurate forecast. It is a 
contest replete with complications that may well be a determ- 
ining factor in the result. 

The Contest for Governor 

Since the primaries the gubernatorial contest has developed 
into a close battle between Lieut. Gov. Gaspar G. Bacon and 
former Mayor James M. Curley. Nearly everyone appreciates 
the fact that a vote for any other candidate in this contest is 
wasted. In reality it would probably be a vote for Curley and 
this is one of the factors that may mean victory or defeat for 
either of the two leading candidates. How many votes the re- 
mainder ot the field will poll is a question no one can answer 
with any degree of accuracy. In our opinion the total vote for 
the candidates for Governor, other than those cast for Bacon 
and Curley, will be the smallest in many years. The issue has 
become clear in the minds of the people. They have been 
aroused as indicated by the widespread interest in the Bacon- 
Curley contest. In the September primaries Curley’s overwhelm- 
ing victory gave him, a psychological advantage. It seems to 
be the common opinion that Curley would have won in a walk 
if the election had been held a few weeks ago. But a great 
deal has happened in the past few weeks. 

While ex-Mayor Curley has been proclaiming to the voters 
of Massachusetts that his election is necessary as endorsement 
of the “New Deal” the Republican forces have been impressing 
upon the voters the necessity of keeping the former Mayor of 
Boston out of the State House in order to protect the govern- 
ment of the State. The entire Democratic campaign has been 
waged upon a psychological basis. The psychology of endorse- 
ment of national policies, the psychology of victory carried 
over from the primary, the psychology of' a claim of a million 
Curley votes, and the psychology of the powers of smooth- 
tongued oratory. Yet there is not a single point in that psychol- 
ogy that is not possible to prove unsound by logic based up- 
on past performances. 

In the primaries seventy per cent of the Democratic votes 
were cast as against a little less than forty per cent of the 
Republican vote. This factor gave Mr. Curley a temporary ad- 
vantage. However, one must stop to realize that the Demo- 
cratic nominee must receive about three times his September 
vote in order to be victorious. It is true that Lieut. Gov. Bacon 
must receive several times the vote he obtained at the pri- 
maries but it also must be taken into consideration that there 
is a far greater potential vote in reserve for the Republican 
candidate than there is for the Democratic candidate. Here is 
the place where the question of the endorsement of the “New 
Deal’’ comes into the picture. 

Despite the insistent claims of Mr. Curley it has been pretty 
well indicated that the endorsement of President Roosevelt is 
not the vital issue of the present campaign. If it were it is only 
logical to assume that Mr. Curley’s contention would be sup- 
ported by many prominent Democrats who have come out in 
support of Mr. Bacon. Party lines have been broken down as 
never before in Massachusetts politics. And we say this with 
full realization of the growing tendency, within the past dec- 
ade, of the refusal of voters to vote the straight ticket. An 
important factor in the present campaign is the extent to which 
Republican voters have been misled into believing that they 
must vote for Mr. Curley to indicate their support of the Presi- 
dent. Without question it was the vote of many Republicans 
which gave President Roosevelt a plurality in Massachusetts 
in 1932. 

During recent weeks, however, the Republican ticket has 
clearly demonstrated that there is more to the question than an 
endorsement of the President. The fundamental question is that 
of protection of the government of the State. Do the voters 
want the kind of government that has characterized the City 
of Boston transferred to the State House? Do the voters want 
the possibility of the creation of a Greater Boston with the 
suburbs of the Hub under control of the Mayor of Boston? 
As Mayor is was not possible for Mr. Curley to carry out this 
plan which he attempted in 1931. But as Governor of the State 
and with a Democratic Legislature it could be accomplished. 
Do the voters want a high tax rate, such as exists in Boston 
and for which no one man bears greater responsibility than 
the former Mayor? Do the voters want to put the State in the 
hands of those who place their own gain above the best in- 
terests of the majority? Do the voters want to make it pos- 
sible to bring about such situations as have been disclosed in 
the Mohawk Packing Co. case and other indications of un- 
savory conditions? We do not believe that they do. We believe 
that the voters want a government such as Lieut. Gov. Bacon 
typifies. A government by honest men with an honest purpose. 
A government based upon sound policies, and a government 
striving to make progress in the interests of all. Massachusetts 
needs Bacon — it does not want Curley. That fact will be in- 
dicated at the polls next Tuesday. And it is the duty of every 
right-minded citizen to cast his vote — and to see that others 
do the same. 

Other State Offices 

We cannot urge too strongly the election of such men as the 
Hon. John W. Haigis, Republican candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor, the re-election of Secretary of State Frederic W. 
Cook, the re-election of Atty. Gen. Joseph E. Warner and the 
other Republican candidates on the State Ticket. It is im- 
possible to discuss each individual candidacy but we do want 
to add a word as endorsement of Robert M. Washburn, Re- 
publican candidate for the United States Senate. Mr. Wash- 
burn may not defeat Senator Walsh but he deserves the sup- 
port of every Republican who believes that the United States 
Congress should consider its solemn duty to protect the Con- 
.stitution of the United States. During the past two years pro- 
gress toward recovery has been handicapped by uncertainty. 
The uncertainty impelled by fear of the loss of rights guar- 
anteed by the document upon which the Nation was founded. 


Recovery has been aided, there is no doubt, to some extent by 
national policies. But it is now time that Congress should 
swing to the right. 

Re-Elect Congressman Luce 

The ninth Congressional District has in Robert Luce a 
Congressman who is of national reputation. He is one of the 
ranking minority members of the House of Representatives. 
He is able and wields a great deal of influence among his col 
leagues. It has been stated by an unbiased author that he is 
one of the three outstanding members of Congress. His op 
ponent is running upon a platform of “support the President”. 
As Congressman Luce has pointed out in various rallies this 
position might prove embarrassing as the Congressman might 
well have to vote against the interests of his constituents. 
Congressman Luce does his own thinking, votes against the 
administration if he feels it in the best interests of his district 
and the State and votes with the administration on occasions 
when members of the President’s own party do not. 

The Governor’s Council 

Frank W. Brooks, former Chairman of the Massachusetts 
Board of Parole, and a keen student of criminology and penol- 
ogy, is the Republican candidate for the Governor’s Council 
from the third district. He is opposed by a Brookline resident, 
William J. Coughlan, who is without experience as a public 
official. We are proud of a friendship with Mr. Brooks, a 
friendship which goes beyond the realm of political views. 
Mr. Brooks deserves the vote of every Republican voter in the 
district and there is every indication that he will get a sub- 
stantial vote from members of the opposite party. Mr. Brooks 
will represent the district conscientiously, ably and courage- 
ously. 

County Officers 

Middlesex County is a Republican county. To administer its 
affairs as the majority of its residents want them administered 
it is of importance to elect the Republican candidates. District 
Attorney Warren L. Bishop and every Republican candidate 
down the ballot to Joseph L. McElroy, Republican candidate 
for Sheriff of Middlesex County has our unqualified en- 
dorsement and support. 

Referenda 

We reiterate our views of a previous editorial on the ref- 
erenda to be voted upon at the State election. Although it is 
not clear as to the effect of the vote, whether it be “yes” or 
“no” on the anti-steel trap question we believe that a “no” vote 
should prevail. In this way, and in this way only, can we pro- 
tect our fur-bearing animals from cruelty and unwarranted 
destruction. A “yes” vote will transfer control of the situation 
to each city or town. The matter being of state-wide import- 
ance we believe the change undesirable. Should a “no” vote 
eventually mean a repeal of the anti-steel trap laws it would be 
a far easier matter to enact new laws than it would be to 
change the local option provision which would otherwise be 
in effect. 

As to liquor licenses in Newton we do not agree with the 
views of Mayor Weeks and others that license will mean control 
of the liquor situation in Newton. It is rather a sad commen-' 
tary upon the abilities of our law enforcement officers if they 
cannot enforce local restrictions. We make this statement in 
full recognition that under state and nation-wide prohibition 
such enforcement is a far more difficult and practically im- 
possible task. As we see it “no-license” will go a long way 
toward preventing abuse of liquors and confine it to private 
usage and not to public consumption. 

We do not hesitate to re-iterate our stand upon legalized 
pari-mutuel betting. Regardless of the fact that Massachu- 
setts is now losing some revenue going to neighboring states 
it is our belief that “two wrongs never made a right” and 
that fundamentally it is an undesirable way to raise revenue 
by fostering the human instinct to gamble.

We have opportunities to 
observe how the sale of liquor has 
been conducted in Newton during the 
past year. We have been told by ac- 
quaintances how the sale of liquor 
has been conducted and is being con- 
ducted in some nearby cities. We 
know that conditions in Newton are 
far superior. If Newton should vote 
"No” on the license question, what 
will happen? Residents or Newton 
who have been patronizing licensed 
dispensers of beer and ale in tills 
city will travel to adjoining cities 
where they will drink alcoholic bev- 
erages in surroundings less desirable 
than those in Newton restaurants.

Review of thee Campaign and 
Forecast of the Election 


In the words of Dick Grant, the 
Walter Winchell of Massachusetts pol- 
itics in this hectic campaign, I shall 
"call my shots as I see them." Orant, 
whom the Transcript relieved from his 
duties some months ago, after the 
Boston city campaign had been con- 
cluded, has now gone berserk, as they 
say on the street, and has publicly 
crucified, via the radio, some of Bos- 
ton’s and Newton’s most respected 
citizens. This list includes Leverett 
Salt (install (for no good reason that 
anyone with intelligence can see), 
Senator Henry Park man, Henry L. 
Shattuck, Treasurer of Harvard Uni- 
versity, Philip Stockton. President of 
the First National Bank. Alexander 
Whiteside, and various prominent can- 
didates for State-wide office. He has 
endeavored to hang politically a long 
list of distinguished men, but the only 
noose lie has tied successfully has 
been around his own neck. So much 
for Grant. Mud is mud. whether it 
be in South Boston or the Back Bay. 

What will happen on Tuesday, No- 
vember f>? Will the voters elect Gas- 
par G. Bacon or James Michael Cur- 
ley? Until a week ago it would have 
been Curley without any question. 
Then the tide turned. It Is always 
hard to tell what causes the psy- 
chological break In a heated political 
campaign, but it would seem that 
this one came about the time that 
young precocious Jimmy Roosevelt, 
who labors under the delusion that he 
controls Massachusetts politics, an- 
nounced loudly at Springfield that the 
national administration needed and 
wanted Curley as well as Walsh. Since 
that time the Curley tide has been 
steadily ebbing and the Bacon cur- 
rent has been running strongly. 
Whether Bacon’s substantial gains 
and Curley’s equally substantial losses 
have completely closed the gap be- 
tween the two, remains to he seen, 
but as Bacon stated Wednesday night 
in Newtonville, the betting odds have 
apparently shifted, with the G. O. P. 
candidate on the long end of a 10 
to 8 bet. Why has this happened? 

In the first place, Curley has been 
hammered so relentlessly on State 
issues and on his own public record 
(as he should be), that he has been 
forced for the moment to step down 
from his artificial New Deal platform 
and to make answer to Bacon. He 
has not answered Bacon’s specific 
charges, and I ask you to note that 
fact, but he has adduced certain tes- 
timony of a general character which 
holsters up his waning candidacy. Al- 
so he has very cleverly thrown up a 
smoke screen by citing certain G. O. 
P. misdemeanors of a national char- 
acter. such as the Teapot Dome fiasco. 

By the way, a close friend and as 
soeiate of Governor Ely informed me 
the other day of a highly satisfactory 
answer to Curley’s charge that Bacon 
was on the Morgan "preferred list." 
This man saw an item in a Boston 
newspaper about a fortnight ago, rela- 
tive to a delightful visit which Mr. 
J. P. Morgan, the head of the much 
maligned house of Morgan, made at 
the White House as the guest of 
President Roosevelt, who desired to 
discuss affairs of state with him. Un- 
der these circumstances, it seems to 
me that there is nothing essentially 
wicked about Caspar Bacon’s rather 
indirect connection with the Morgan 
firm. 

Other reasons for Curley’s declin- 
ing candidacy are the numerous de- 
sertions of prominent Democrats and 
the practical bolting of his candidacy

by Governor Ely, General Cole, and 
other bigwigs in his own party. Some- 
how, I do not seem to recall that our 
own Joseph W. Bartlett’s voice has 
been lifted even to a whisper in be- 
half of James Michael Curley. With 
reference to the Democratic bolters, 
it is interesting to know that Profes- 
sor Taussig of Harvard declared that 
the former Mayor "represents the 
worst side of political life ... I hope 
lie will be repudiated. He is trying 
to get in on a wave of approval for 
the national administration.’’ The 
Boston Transcript, in listing ten prom- 
inent Harvard professors who were 
bolting Turley, snid: "From the broad 
and tolerant Americanism of Bliss 
Perry, concerned chiefly witli human 
values in literature, to the incisive 
mind of Zechariah Ch&fee, always 
ready to tilt a legal lance for jus- 
tice. whether to rich man or poor man, 
Puritan or immigrant, this group of 
signers represents that type of lead- 
ership which thinks only as truth 
guides, and then votes as it thinks.” 

With reference to Governor Ely’s 
continued silence, it is difficult to tell 
whether this is due primarily to ap- 
peals made to his loyalty to the Dem- 
ocratic party, or whether it is due to 
the fact that his significant silence is 
practically as helpful to Bacon’s 
cause as an open declaration for him 
might be. Furthermore, we must not 
lorget that a public declaration for 
Bacon hy the Governor would so 
arouse the Curley camp that the 
benefit to Bacon might well be offset, 
especially if Curley posed as a martyr. 
As a staunch Bacon supporter, I am 
entirely satisfied to let matters stand 
as they are, and I rather hope that 
the Governor will say nothing until 
after the election. 

Another argument against Curley 
which has come to the fore in recent 
days was stressed by Senator Arthur 
W. Hollis at the Newtonville rally. 
This deals with a bill which Curley 
filed in January, 1931 in the Legisla- 
ture for the formation of a municipal 
corporation to he known as Greater 
Boston. Fliers have been distributed 
throughout the Metropolitan district 
for the purpose of awakening the vo- 
ters to the menace of such a possi- 
bility. with the significant words: 
"Don’t let Tammany trick you!" This 
is always a sure-fire argument in 
places like Newton, Brookline. Mil- 
ton. etc., where the standards of mu- 
nicipal government are miles higher 
than in Boston. 

After all, however, the main issue 
is just what the Worcester Gazette 
said it was, last Monday. It is the 
fundamental question of capacity and 
integrity in the handling of the pub- 
lic business. That is all. Unfortunate 
ly. however, thousands and thousands 
of votes will he cast next Tuesday on 
the basis of emotion, prejudice, and 
support of the New Deal. Without 
question, thousands of Republicans 
are going to vote for Curley in the 
same general spirit that thousands of 
thousands throughout the country vo- 
ted for Roosevelt as against Hoover 
in 1932. They seem to want a change, 
and God knows they will get it if 
they go as far as to elect Janies 
Michael Curley Governor of Massa 
chusetts. On the other hand, we have 
thousands of lifelong Democrats who 
are obviously going to place the wel- 
fare of the State, its financial credit, 
and its reputation throughout the land, 
above party considerations. In view 
of the relatively equal enrollment in 
the two major parties, it is obvious, 
therefore, that the great mass of in 
dependent voters will decide between 
Bacon and Curley. I see no reason for 
believing that this group will fail 
Massachusetts in the present emer- 
gency. 

Coming now to the Congressional 
situation, we find that Congressman 
Robert Luce has been steadily gaining 
ground, as he has driven home, night 
after night, his arguments with ref- 
erence to rubber stamps and the pres- 
ervation of liberty. To lie sure. May- 
or Russell created a laugh when he 
stated that Mr. Luce would become a 
cancelled stamp after election, but it 
is difHcult to secure election to Con- 
gress on the basis of a wisecrack. 
Luce’s courage, independence, marked 
ability, and long experience are going 
to stand him in good stead, and the 
Ninth District is going to think twice 
before it repudiates one of its finest 
public servants, and a man who will 
be practically the ranking minority 
member when the next Congress con- 
venes. 

Tha Senatorial contest has been 
n.ost unusual. Senator Walsh has 
steered cleur of ex Mayor Curley, 
whenever possible, and has run his 
own campaign, as usual. He is very 
definitely slipping, regardless of wheth- 
er he wins a substantial victory or 
not.

(6) Provisions for enabling tea- i 
chers to determine more objectively 
the extent to which a pupil Is using 
his capacities. 

(7) Modification of the plan of re- 
porting pupil difficulties, so that it 
may be less time consuming and 
more positive in operation. It is pos- , 
Bible that a special printed form let- 
ter should be devised for advising 
the home at any time that a child is 
failing to make proper school adjust- 
ment in any subject-matter field. Such 
a form letter should include a space 
for individual comment by the teach- 
ers, and should always aim to bring 
about a conference between the home 
and the school. 

(8) A presentation of the best 
plans devised last year hy teachers 
for keeping their own class records. 
Each teacher will, thereby, have the 
best practice available. 

(9) The provisions for at least 
four home reporting dates for all chil- 
dren from Grades IV and above, in 
place of the present two dates. The 
dates for these reporting periods 
should come sometime in November. 
January, April, and June. 

(10) The provision for definite 
ratings in subject-matter and effort 
for junior high school pupils. 

(11) Continued emphasis upon the 
"whole” child. 

The January and June progress re- 
ports used last year will continue this 
year in the grades from kindergarten | 
through Grade 3. 

A report which is a modification of 
the letter progress report sent out last 
year will he used in Grades 4. 5 and 
6. Parts of this report will consist of 
printed statements to be completed by 
the teacher. This portion of the re- 
port will deal with subject-matter 
achievement, work habits, and so- 
cial attitudes. The remainder of the 
report will consist of written com- 
ments by the teacher concerning all 
other aspects of the child. There will 
be a slight variation in the form used 
for each period. This report will he 
sent to the home of each child in No- 
vember, January, March and June. 
The November report will be limited 
largely to the information contained 
in the printed report form. 

The report to he sent home in Jan- , 
uary will contain information concern- 
ing the subject-matter progress of the 
child in the printed portion of the re- 
port. At this timfe greater emphasis 
will be placed, however, upon the oth- 
er phases of the individual, the teacher 
providing that kind of information 
which was furnished by the letter re- 
ports of last year. 

The March report will be practical- 
ly the same as the November report. 
The June report will contain a state- 
ment of the academic progress of the 
pupil and his or her placement for 
the next year. 

Three changes will affect the prog- 
ress reports on the Junior High School 
level. The first is the increasing of 
the number of reporting periods from 
twice yearly to four times yearly. The 
second is the elimination of a com- 
posite letter report written by the 
home-room teacher and the substi- 
tution of a collection of individual 
comments of subject teachers clipped 
together. The third is the addition 
of ratings for the subject-matter 
achievement and effort. 

In place of the composite letter, 
which was made up from the sub- 
ject teacher’s comments there will 
be sent into the home of each Jun- 


ior High School child a report which 
will consist of a collection of com- 
ments and ratings. There will be one 
sheet for each subject, containing rat- 
ings in subject-matter and effort, and 
such written comments as the subject 
teacher feels are nece.isary. These 
comments will either explain the rat- 
ing in achievement and effort or give 
information concerning other phases 
of the child. 

It Is obvious that comments will in- 
crease in number and nature as the 
year progresses, since the teachers 
will gradually know more and more 
about their pupils. In June, the re- 
port will merely state the accomplish- 
ment for the year in subject-matter 
and the placement of the pupil for the 
next year. There may also he recom- 
mendations for summer study. 

The ratings in subject-matter will 
consist of four: "Outstanding," indi- 
cating achievement above the grade 
standing; "Average." indicating achi- 
evement at or near the grade stand- 
ard; "Poor,” indicating achievement 
below the grade standard. A fourth 
rating. "Acceptable.” will be given. 
This will indicate achievement which 
may be less than the grade stand- 
ard. but satisfactory for the indivi- 
dual. Paralleling these achievement 
ratings there will be three ratings 
in effort Outstanding,’’ "Average," 
and “Poor,” 

In order to make the reporting of 
pupil difficulties more positive, a 
slightly different procedure will be 
instituted this year. Parents will be 
advised through the use of a printed 
form whenever any difficulty or lack 
of adjustment to school exists. The 
form used will have room for com- 
ments if they are necessary and also 
make provision for the arrangement 
of a conference with the parent if 
it is needed.

In a Boston newspaper on Tuesday 
was the Information that two former 
hank officials had been sentenced to 
serve one year in a Massachusetts jail 
for "misapplying" $131,000 on a straw 
note. They had been tried before a 
Federal judge. They will be eligible 
for parole after four months. The two 
were heads of two closed banks. Tlie 

losing of these hanks caused severe 
hardships to many who had their sav- 
ings deposited in them. 

In the adjoining column of this Bos- 
ton newspaper on Tuesday was an 
item telling that another Federal 
judge had sentenced a man to serve 
5 years in a Federal penitentiary for 
forging four postal money orders to 
the amount of $100. Thus do the 
scales of justice tilt — in favor of those 
who are dishonest on a big scale. And 
conservative folks wonder why there 
is a rapid trend towards radicalism. 

It is amusing to read the fervent 
pleas of those who want the steel 
trap law abolished on tlie allegations 
that they are concerned over the de- 
struction of song birds by animals 
which these “tender hearted” sports- 
men designate as “vermin". These 
men claim that the birds are being 
decimated by foxes, mink, skunks and 
other animals which they claim are on 
the Increase because of the prohibi- 
tion of steel traps. To refute such 
contentions is the statement issued by 
Judge Robert Walcott and Winthrop 
Packard, president and secretary of 
the Massachusetts Audubon Society. 
They say that Commissioner of Con- 
servation York did not consult them 
before allowing the use of steel traps 
in State Forests. They also say that 
for over 20 years no traps have been 
allowed in the sanctuary of the Au- 
dubon Society at Sharon and bird 
life bus constantly increased there, 
and they contend that trapping will 
be a harm rather than a help to aotig 
bird life. 

The sportsmen who want steel traps 
allowed, so that animals will lie 
killed, don’t want the animals to 
catch pheasants and other game 
birds. They want to kill these birds 
themselves. 

Whether it is a sunny day or a 
stormy day next Tuesday, do your 
duty, go to the polls and vote. If you 
don’t want to walk, or if the weather 
is had, transportation will be pro- 
vided free. 

Most of the victims of automobiles 
who are killed each week in Massa- 
chusetts. 28 three weeks ago, 27 two 
weeks ago. 25 last week, were not 
killed by drunken drivers. They were 
murdered by those dastards who speed 
automobiles on our highways, who 
drive recklessly in their sober senses, 
because they have no consideration 
for the lives and safety of their fel- 
low men. Because the State police 
are not patrolling our highways to 
the same degree that this force did 
in its earlier years, when the number 
of State Police was much smaller. Be- 
cause police forces in cities are not 
being used primarily to preserve hu- 
man life by apprehending and arrest- 
ing speeders, reckless drivers and vio- 
lators of other automobile laws. Be- 
cause the police have been discour- 
aged in this activity by pernicious in- 
fluence of one kind or another to fix 
cases of those who were apprehend- 
ed or arrested for violations of auto- 
nntbile laws. Because law enforce- 
ment officers, including some district 
attorneys and judges do not prosecute 
and sentence properly those autoists 
who kill and maim on our highways.

Following a conference with Town 
officials of Winchester, individuals 
and companies retailing milk in that 
community agreed not to deliver milk 
before 6 a. m. This action was taken 
following protests from Winchester 
residents that their sleep had been 
disturbed by noise of milk wagons and 
milkmen delivering milk in the wee 
hours of mornings. Similar action 
could well be taken in Newton. It is 
true that some of tlie lurger milk com 
panics which deliver milk in Newton 
have equipped their wagons with rub- 
ber tires. It Is true that the milkmen 
do not make much noise. But one evil 
we have noticed for years. This the 
practice of drivers of milk wagons in 
shifting ruses of milk bottles in 
thiekly settled neighborhoods, in close 
proximity to dwellings. And when 
cases of milk bottles are lifted out 
off wagons, plied on sidewalk curbs 
and then replaced In wagons, light 
sleepers nearby are bound to lie 
| awakened. Even though milk deliv- 
j erles In Newton are not restricted to 
after 6 a. m., the practice we refer to 
here should be stopped and the shift- 
ing and rearranging of cases und bot- 
tles restricted to places remote from 
dwellings.

trips. Sweeney gave Beck his best 
car for this service and subsequent- 
ly advanced Beck $75 for expenses. 
When Beck did not return the car 
and no money was received by the 
owner for its use, the police were 
notified. On the night of October 25th, 
Boston police arrested Beck at Ja- 
maica Plain as he was driving the 
taxi.

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League of Nations 


The purposes of the League of Na- 
tions are "to promote International 
cooperation ami to achieve Internation- 
al peace and security.” 

It tries to accomplish them by (1) 
providing the machinery for the peace- 
ful settlement of disputes, (2) In- 
creasing the habit of peaceful coopera- 
tion and (3) eliminating the causes of 
war. 

The League of Nations has sixty 
members, representing nine-tenths of 
the world’s population. For the mom- 
ent, the United States and Brazil are 
the only major nations outside. Ger- 
many and Japan gave notice of with- 
drawal, but their notice has not yet 
taken effect. 

What has the United States to gain 
from membership? 

Security Against War. It Is silly 
to say that the United States Is not 
concerned with quarrels in Europe or 
Asia. In 1911 an assassination in 
southern Europe started the World 
War. Three years later the United 
States was drawn Into the war be- 
cause of its world interests. Today our 
interests are greater than In 1917. Who 
can guarantee that we would not be 
Involved in another war? 

The United States does not belong 
to the League of Nations; a few sen- 
ators kept this country isolated. The 
fact that Congress has just voted a 
billion dollar navy bill demonstrates 
that isolation has not given the Amer- 
ican people a sense of security. Which 
is better, to seek security through 
the old methods which brought war in 
1914; or to remove the causes off war 
and increase security for all through 
an organized world community 7 

No one can guarantee that the 
League of Nations will be able to pre- 
serve peace. But the old system of 
preparedness and isolation failed. The 
League is the only alternative. Why 
not try the only way that remains, 
before we resign ourselves to the last 
world wa;? Surely the "risks of 
peace” are to be preferred to the cer- 
tainty of war. 

Greater World Confidence Will 
Hasten the Return of Prosperity. The 
present economic depression is the 
result of the last war. fear of another 
war. and lack of cooperation among 
the nations. The price of our farm 
products, the value of our money and 
the rise or fall of our world trade are 
dependent on world conditions. The 
League of Nations was organized to 
eliminate the fear of war and provide 
machinery for world cooperation. The 
entrance of the United States into 
the League would go far to bring 
back the world confidence necessary 
for real economic recovery. 


By Joining the League of Nations 
the United States Will Have an Oppor- 
tunity to Make Its Influence Felt in 
the Future Pattern of World Organi- 
zation. If sixty nations have organ- 
ized a community which is rapidly 
determining the future pattern of in- 
ternational life, any American should 
wish that his country might be a mem- 
ber; might know what is going on: 
might protect its interest; might 
make Its contribution to the pattern. 

The annual dues of the United States 
to the League of Nations would not 
be more than $600,000 or one-thou- 
sandth of our annual military budget. 
In recent years over seventy cents of 
every dollar of income tux has gone 
for the payment of the debts of past 
wars and preparation for future wars. 
Why not invest a few thousund dol- 
lars in the development of the instl 
tutions of peace? 

What Are the Objections? Cynics 
say that the League moves too slow- 
ly. But the building of a community 
among individuals or nations is a slow 
process. The war system has dom- 
inated our lives a thousand years. 
Fifteen years is too short a time to 
develop a community that can totally 
eliminate the war system. We must 
be patient. ' 

One of the silliest objections to 
American entrance into the League 
is the statement that the League is 
a superstate that could order the 
American army to fight in some war in 
which we had no interest. This is 
simply not so. The League is not a 
superstate. It is a federation in which 
practically all decisions must he made 
unanimously. If the United States be- 
longed to the League, it would have a 
vote in the Council and the Assem- 
bly, the two governing bodies, and 
nothing could be voted which it did 
not want. The League lias never sent 
an army anywhere and there is no way 
by which it can order a single Amer- 
ican soldier anywhere against our 
wishes. 

It is frequently asserted that the 
United States should remain isolated, 
“should mind its own business.” The 
wealthiest nation can no more isolate 
itself than we can avoid associating 
with other individuals in our com- 
munity, and taking responsibility for 
decent citizenship, law and order. The 
policy of isolation is a policy of drift, 
which means too often that the Unit- 
ed States drifts into a situation for 
which others are responsible, as in 
1917. The policy of cooperation is the 
policy of anticipating difficulties and 
of avoiding them by joint action. The 
League way is the American way.

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


The Art Department at the Main 
Library lias recently added the fol- 
lowing books: 

“The Art of Japauese Flower Ar- 
rangement.” by Alfred Koehn. This 
handbook for beginners with two hun- 
dred and twenty-six illustrations in 
black and white is a most comprehen- 
sive treatise on Japanese flower ar- 
rangement. Many different arrange- 
ments under the “Yo-Shin” method 
are carefully explained and the vari- 
ous chapters deal with the subject 
anywhere from the history and philos- 
ophy of flower arrangement to the 
flower fasteners and containers to be 
used. 

“Making Pottery." by Walter A. De 
Sager. This is the seventh in the 
"How to do it” series. The first chap- 
ter is an interesting exposition of the 
history of pottery. Succeeding chap- 
ters give careful instructions as to 
the handling of the clay, the tools 
to be used, relief ornaments and dec- 
oration. principal glazes, drying and 
mending pottery, and kilns and their 
equipment. The book is generously 
illustrated with cuts in black anil 
white. 

"Masters of English Painting,” by R. 
H. Wilenski. The title speaks for 
itself. The author has not spared 
himself to discuss at length the most 
worthwhile artists of English paint- 
ing. While the book is not elemen- 
tary in character, it is not too tech- 
nical for interesting reading. The 
period covered is from 1066 to the 
time of Blake. There are appendices 
for five of the chapters. Of the two 
hundred and two illustrations the ma- 
jority are ones not ordinarily given 
in books on the different Schools of 
Painting. 

"A History of Chinese Art,” by 
George Soulie de Morant. The trans- 
lation by Gerald C. Wheeler of Mr. 
Soulie de Morant's History of Chi- 
nese Art should prove invaluable to 
students of this subject. Chapter 1 
goes back in time to the Stone Age, 
and the following chapters take up 
the different phases of art which de- 
veloped under the various dynasties 
up to the present time. The book is 
fully illustrated with black and white 
cuts, ami at the end of the text an 
interesting bibliography is supplied. 

“The Mechanical Investigations of 
Leonardo da Vinci.” by Ivor B. Hart 
I opens up quite thoroughly another side j 
j of this great genius. Mr. Hart gives 
the reader the full setting for da ! 
Vinci’s work along scientific Hues and j 
in considering him the pioneer of avia- 
tion. gives over the entire last half 
of the book to Leonardo’s Manuscript | 
on the Flight of Birds.

Newton Teachers Give 
• Reception to Supt. Warren 


On Wednesday evening, Oct. 31, the 
Newton High School Women Teach- 
ers’ Club welcomed Mr. Julius E. War- 
ren, the new superintendent of New- 
ton schools, and his wife at a recep- 
tion and dinner held at Wayside Inn, 
Sudbury, Mass. 

After the dinner, Miss Ruth Twist, 
president of the club, welcomed all 
the new teachers and then introduced 
tyr. Payson Smith, State Commis- 
sioner of Education in Massachu- 
setts. He said he was glad to tulk 
to "teachers who were now enjoying 
the restored scripture.” Dr. Smith 
laughingly said that he understood 
Newton teachers had been allowed to 
read from Matthew, Luke, and John, 
but not from Mark. From now on, 
Mark would be resumed. As he had 
watched the group, the Commissioner 
suid that he wondered wlmt he could 
say to a group who had not really 
begun to live, inasmuch as “Life Be- 
gins at Forty." according to Walter 
Pitklns. He recommended "Choos- 
ing a Career,” by the same author, to 
be read by high school women teach- 
ers. 

Dr. Smith paid a tribute to Newton 
schools in saying that they were con- 
scious of the change going on in the 
high schools everywhere. In New- 
ton, he feels that educational pro- 
gress has been made to meet prob- 
lems which have arisen through 
groups of boys und girls who would 
not ordinarily have remained in 
school. 

He also paid tribute to Mr. War- 
ren by saying: "It would be fine not 
to have — superintendents but since 
we liave to have them, I’m glad Mr. 
Warren was born to be one." Dr. 
Smith said that he knew Mr. War* 
ren’s philosophy of administration 
and education and felt that Newton 
was fortunate in having a man whose 
father before him was a person of fine 
influence in the department of educa- 
tion in this state. He re-welcomed 
Mr. Warren to Massachusetts and to 
a background in which, as he said, he 
kne\V Mr. Warren would be happy. 
As lie turned toward the new super- 
intendent of schools, lie added, “The 
State of Massachusetts welcomes 
you, und if we can be of any help 
to you, pleuse consider us your right 
bund." 

After Miss Ruth Twist hud wel- 
comed Mr. Warren in behalf of the 
teachers, Mr. Warren spoke informal- 
ly. He said that Mrs. Warren and 
he had never experienced a more cor- 
dial welcome than tie iiud received 
that night. He spoke of the Way- 
side Inn as a beautiful and historical 
spot in which he had been interested 
since boyhood days. Then he added 
in his quiet but very sincere way,

Stores Must Close 
November 11th 

Rupert L. Thompson, secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce calls at- 
tention to a law passed at the last 
session of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature and approved on June 12, 1934. 
As a result of this law, places of 
business which must remain closed on 
Sundays, must also be kept closed on 
Armistice Day between the hours of 7 
a. in. and 1 p. in. 

The law reads as follows: 

Bo it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Clause eighteenth of section seven 
of chapter four of the General Laws, 
as appearing in the Tercentenary Edi- 
tion. is hereby amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following: — 
and all laws, statutes, orders, decrees, 
rules and regulations regulating the 
observance of the Lord’s day shall 
be applicable to November eleventh 
between the hours of seven o’clock 
ante meridian and one o’clock post 
meridian, or during the same hours 
on the day following when November 
eleventh occurs on Sunday, — so as to 
read as follows: — Eighteenth, “Legal 
Holiday” shall include January first, 
February twenty-second, April nine- 
teenth, May thirtieth, July fourth, the 
first Monday of September, October 
twelfth, November eleventh. Thanks- 
giving day and Christmas day, or the 
day following wliqn any of the five 
days first mentioned, October twelfth, 
November eleventh, or Christmas day 
occurs on Sunday; and the public of- 
fices shall be closed on all of said 
days; and all laws, statutes, orders, 
decrees, rules and regulations regu- 
lating the observance of the Lord’s 
day shall be applicable to November 
eleventh between the hours of seven 
o’clock ante meridian and one o’clock 
post meridian, or during the same 
hours on the day following when No 
vember eleventh occurs on Sunday. 


School Positions 
Open for Residents 
Of Newton 

The Newton School Department 
through the medium of ERA funds 
plans to conduct three nursery schools 
for young children under the regular 
age for admission to kindergartens. 
Such centres were conducted last year 
at the Emerson School in Newton Up- 
per Falls and at the Bowen School 
in Newton Centre. In addition to these 
two, it is hoped to start a third at 
the Stearns School in Nonantum. The 
primary purpose for the starting of 
these centres for children of pre- 
school age was to give work and in- 
come to teachers and nurses who have 
been unable to find employment. 

Between 15 and 20 women applied 
for the twelve positions in these nurs- 
ery schools and filled out question- 
naires as to their financial condition. 
These were submitted to ERA State 
headquarters at Boston, and only four 
qualified from the standpoint of finan- 
cial need. These four are now em- 
ployed at the nursery centre which is 
being conducted at the Emerson 
School. Kindergartners, trained 
nurses and dietitians are needed. 
Trained dietitians are not required. 
Good cooks with requisite common 
sense can qualify. Supt. of Schools 
Warren states that the School De- 
partment can fill the eight vacancies 
with non-residents, but it is desired 
to give the positions to Newton res- 
idents if they can qualify. 


Newton Gives Large 

Majorities To Almost 
All G. O. P. Candidates 

Favor License By 4700, Horse Racing By 4900, But Turn Down 
Dog-Racing — Walsh, Buckley, Russell Lead Democrats 


The Democratic avalanche which 
buried the Republican Party in Mas- 
sachusetts did not submerge the 
G. O. P. in Newton. This city was 
a conspicuous exception in its stead- 
fast loyalty to the defeated organiza- 
tion. Large majorities were given to 
all the Republican candidates except 
Robert Washburn and Alonzo Cook, 
and these also had substantial leads 
in Newton over their Democratic op- 
ponents. Of the 30,004 registered vo- 
ters in the city, 28.825 or 88<> went 
to the polls despite the stormy weath- 
er. The votes on the various referenda 
went as votes on referenda usually 
go. a majority voting “Yes’’ on all but 
one of the questions submitted, with a 
large percentage of the voters failing 
to vote at all. The sole referendum to 
lose out was that on legalizing pari- 
mutuel betting on dog races. 

The size of the majorities for li- 
censing the sale of liquor in Newton 
was a surprise. The majority in fa- 
vor of the sale of all alcoholic bever- 
ages increased from 1021 at the city 
election last December to 4614. The 
only precincts to vote against this 
referendum were Precincts 3 of Ward 
4 in Aubumdale. and Precinct 2 of 
Ward 5 at Newton Highlands. Every 
precinct in the city gave a majority 
on the question of granting licenses 
for the sale of beer and wine. As usu- 
al at heavy elections in recent years 
the returns were quite slow in coming 
in from many of the precincts, and it 
was 5 o’clock Wednesday morning be. 
fore City Clerk Gran* received the 
ballots from some of the polling 
places. 

Caspar G. Bacon received a flatter- 
ing vote in Newton. His majority 
over Curley was nearly 10,000. He re- 
ceived 18,722 to Curley's 8962. Good- 
win received only 676 votes in this 
city. In 1932 Youngman polled 17.- 
248 for Governor, and Ely 11.975. For 
Lieutenant Governor the vote for 
Haigis was 18,873, and for Hurley. 
909S. In 1932 for this office Bacon 
polled 19,776 and Swift, 9342. Newton 
did not give Congressman Luce the 
same support it accorded to the other 
leading Republican candidates. He 
received 16.663 votes in this city and 
Russell received 11,057. In 1932 Luce 
polled 18,331 votes in Newton and 


Deitrick. 9923. Luce lost out in his 
home city of Waltham. There he re- 
ceived 5867 votes and Russell. 8023. 
Russell's majority in the 9th District 
was 4718. The outcome of this contest 
was in doubt until late Wednesday 
morning due to the delay of Warn 
22. the Brighton district of Boston, in 
returning its results. Luce came into 
this strong Democratic ward with the 
slim majority of 1464, but Brighton 
gave Russell 8939 votes to the 1857 It 
cast for Luce. The total vote in the 
9th District was — Russell. 58,681; 
Luce. 53,963. Even had Newton cast 
as large a vote for Luce as it did for 
Bacon. Russell would still have had a 
slight lead. When this contest was in 
doubt on Wednesday morning an or 
der was received at Newton City Hall 
from Russell demanding that the New- 
ton votes be impounded. But. when the 
vote from Ward 22 was received about 
11 o’clock. Russell countermanded this 
notification. 

Haigis received a slightly larger 
number of votes in Newton than did 
Bacon. His total was 18,373 and he 
led Hurley by a majority of 9775. 
Frederic Cook for State Secretary led 
the ticket with 19,125 votes; his oppo- 
nent. Santosuosso. polled 8450. Hur- 
ley. for State Treasurer, ran ahead of 
his fellow Democratic candidates on 
the ticket. He received 10,154 to 
Dionne’s 16.772. Alonzo Cook for Au- 
ditor had only a majority of 2169 over 
Buckley in Newton. For Attorney 
General the vote for Warner was 
IS. 575 and for Dever 8865. Senator 
David I. Walsh led the Democratic 
ticket in Newton with 12,501 votes. 
Washburn received 15.083. 

Two candidates who fared poorly in 
the Republican primaries in Newton 
received the solid support of the city 
on Tuesday. Frank Brooks for the 
Governor's Council polled 18.077 vote.* 
to Coughlan’s SS25. McElrov for Sher- 
iff received 17,381 votes and Robart 
8730. For District Attorney the vote 
for Bishop was 18,822; Bruin, Demo* 
cratic candidate, 7765. McCabe, wno 
made an active campaign as an inde- 
pendent. received only 769 votes in 
Newton. McElroy’s total vote in Mid- 
dlesex County was 169.944 and Robarts’ 
155,280. Bishop’s plurality over Bruin 
was about 30.000.

RINDGE TOPS LOCAL 
ELEVEN TO WIN 
LEAGUE TITLE 13-7 

Rindge Tech trampled the Newton 
High School football eleven underfoot 
last Saturday at Dickinson Stadium, 
Newtonvtlle. to clinch the champion- 
ship of the Suburban League, 13 to 
7. The visiting eleven showed a clear 
margin of superiority over Newton 
running up fifteen first downs to but 
a single one for Newton. The orange 
and black took an early lead wh^n 
Ernie Savlgnano Intercepted .1 Rindge 
pass and raced 75 yards, the long- 
est run on the Newton field this sea- 
son. for a touchdown.

Want Traffic 
Restrictions 
On Austin St. 

A hearing was held before the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night on u 
petition that Austin st.. Newtonville, 
between Walnut st. and Lowell ave., 
he restricted to one hour parking. Carl 
G. Miller of 21 Austin st. protested 
that he had entered a petition asking 
that Austin st. he made a one-way 
street between Walnut st. and Lowell 
ave.. and that parking he limited to 
one side. He wanted to know why 
the City Clerk had not included the 
one-way restriction in the notice of the 
hearing. Alderman Grebensteln, chair- 
man of the Traffic Committee of the 
Aldermen, informed Mr. Miller that 
the hearing was being held on a diff- 
erent petition. 

Miller stated that Austin st. Is nar- 
row. used by many large trucks and 
that despite the fact that parking itf 
supposed to be restricted on one side 
for a distance from Walnut st., this 
restriction is not enforced and cars 
park all day long on both sides. He 
said four signs had been placed along 
the street several years ago calling at- 
tention to the restriction, but for a 
long time only one of these signs has 
remained standing. He complained 
that cars park all day long In front 
of Ills house and his neighbors’ houses 
and Impede other cars passing. He 
stated that some of the all-day park- 
ers are persons who commute to Bos- 
ton. One is a young man who works 
in a nearby hank, and another is an 
employee of the library department. 
He said he had remonstrated with 
some ot' those who park their cars all 
day and had been told to “Mind your 
own business.’’ He said that cars are 
parked on Austin st. at night without 
parking lights, and that this law is 
being violated on all streets in this 
city. He stated that the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau bus 5 or 6 cars parked 
on Austin st. most of the day. 

Dr. John Barker of 16 Austin st. 
objected to a one hour parking re- 
striction. He said it would cause him 
Inconvenience. Harriet Parsons, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Welfare Bu- 
reau. said the bureau has 5 cars, three 
of which ore on call at all hours to go 
to various parts of the city. She said 
the bureau has meetings four times 
each month and the members want 
to park within reasonable distance. 
She asked that the Welfare Bureau 
be excluded from the parking restric- 
tions. Paul R. Knight of 34 Austin st 
said he fnvors Austin st. being made 
one-way between Walnut st. and Low- 
oil ave., but he does not favor the 
one hour parking restriction. He does 
object to cars parking In front of his 
driveway and front door. The matter 
was referred to the Committee on 
Street Traffic.

Gravel Pit 
At Oak Hill 

A periodical visit of Oak Hill res- 
idents to city hall w f as made on Mon- 
day night. The cause was another 
petition from George S. Wilbur for a 
renewal of the permit to use build- 
ings and operate machinery at the 
gravel pit of the Highland Snnd & 
Gravel Company near Wlsw’all road, 
Oak Hill. There was so much oppo- 
sition to the gravel pit when Mr. Wil- 
bur applied for an extension of his 
permit last May, that the renewal 
was limited to six months. Mr. Wil- 
bur said that he desires to continue 
operating the pit under the same con- 
ditions as he has the past six months. 
He stated that he has filled in a pond 
at the property during this period, 
using 10,000 cubic yards of fill. 

Louis E. Smith of 325 Brookline 
street, Oak Hill, again led the oppo- 
nents of the gravel pit. He said that 
the pit machinery is just as noisy as 
it was six months ago, can bo heard 
% of a mile, and in addition the noise 
of the big truck traveling to and from 
the pit annoys residents. He said 
that the development of large areas 
of land is retarded, much tax revenue 
thereby lost, and the interests of the 
city adversely affected. He stated 
that the city obtains little tax reve- 
nue from the gravel pit property. Mr. 
Smith argued that the time has come 
to stop gravel pits in Newton. He said 
he understands the Oak Hill pit is the 
only one now operating, and that 
gravel has been excavated not only 
from the property owned by Wilbur, 
but from the Estes property adjoin- 
ing. He asked the aldermen not to 
renew the permit. 

Carl C. Mullen of 269 Brookline 
street claimed that the conditions un- 
der which the last permit to operate 
the gravel pit was granted, have not 
been complied with. He did not state 
in what way the conditions were 
broken. Henry S. Cummings of 33 
Oak Hill street said that the many 
gravel trucks rumbling over the 
streets destroy real estate values. He 
said that in recent years the assess- 
ments on land at Oak Hill have been 
largely increased and the values de- 
creased because of the gravel pit. He 
contended that the city ought to buy 
the gravel pit property. Phillip 
Drinker said he recently moved from 
Brookline to a new street at Oak Hill 
expecting to find the quiet of a coun- 
tryside, and instead ho has to listen 
to the noise of the gravel pit. Sumner 
Roberts of 74 Oak Hill street said 
that the digging at the pit should be 
confined to the land owned by Wil- 
bur. 

Alderman Temperley asked Mr. Wil- 
bur as to the area of the pond ho 
had filled in. Wilbur said he did not 
know the area, but estimated it at 
about an acre. He told Temperley 
that the gravel pit property contains 
71 acres and that 5000 cubic yards 
of till will cover an acre to a depth 
of 3 feet. He said that the pond he 
had filled was used as a storage ha- 
rdn for water used in washing the 
gravel, but youths kept using it as a 
swimming place, and for this reason 
he filled it with clay and sund. 

No notion was taken Monday night 
on the petition.

are successful the year around. It 
takes 15 months for the cyclamen 
from the planting of the seed to the 
first bloom. We cannot expect it to 
last after that more than a short 
time, especially in the dry and warm 
air of a modern house. But people 
will complain that they have wasted 
a dollar and a half on such a plant 
although they spend an equal amount 
on the movies without batting an eye. 

Interesting is the story of bulbs, of 
which the speaker handles yearly some 
100,000. Until 1916, when Quarantine 
Act No. 16 became a law, bulbs were 
Imported from Holland: now we grow 
them in Virginia. Texas, on Long 
Island a # nd in the Puget Sound region. 
Those raised in the far Northwest are 
the only ones that are superior to the 
Holland variety. Dutch growers of 
bulbs, anticipating the law of 1916 
against them, came over here five 
years earlier to experiment with bulbs 
in this country. Mr. Ituane is of the 
opinion that as far as the danger from 
insect pests is concerned the Quar- 
antine Act of 1916 was unnecessary. 

The excellent organization of the 
Florists Telegraph Delivery Associa- 
tion, now worldwide in its member- 
ship, grew out of a meeting of 52 
florists in New York in 1912. The 
penalties for members who are not 
honest in fulfilling telegraph and ca- 
ble orders is ho severe that seldom 
has any one dared to digress. The as- 
sociation issues a monthly publica- 
tion. The business transacted reached 
its peak in 1928 when over eight mil- 
lions of dollars worth of flowers were 
ordered in this way; then for a few 
years there was u decline; Hince 1932 
an upward swing has taken place, and 
the association is again approaching 
the 1928 figure. The speaker an- 
swered several questions at the close 
of his virluuble talk. 

Two new members were taken into 
the fellowship of the club: George 
Winthrop Brainerd, principal of the 
Claflin, Adams and Horace Mann 
schools, and George Wrye, insurance 
agent. As the club already has three 
Georges, these new members will, no 
doubt, be culled George IV und George 
V.

* Tho sentimental feelings an alumnus 
lias for his "prep” school fllletj the 
heart of a good friend of mine and 
led him to accept an invitation to 
speak before the undergraduates. Ills 
career has been interesting and tho 
head-master knew it and that any- 
thing this celebrated graduate would 
have to say was hound to hold tho 
attention of ills listeners. Neverthe- 
less, tho speaker was a trifle reluctant 
to appenr ns a former prize pupil. 
That’s tlie kind of n fellow he is. 
Much to his delight he was cheered 
and applauded tumultuously. It so gra- 
tified him that he said to the head- 
master afterwards, “What a wonderful 
reception the boys gave me! Were- 
n’t you surprised?” The other mere- 
ly replied. "Not a bit; I practically 
told them if they didn’t I would break 
their necks." 

It isn’t difficult to recall, although 
it may stir up unpleasant thoughts, 
tlie time when the arrival of a regis- 
tered letter brought smiles to the face 
of the recipient. Happy days for 
everybody, including the letter car- 
rier, who was usually greeted as a 
mascot and welcomed and thanked 
with enthusinsm. I saw a letter car- 
rier with a registered letter walk in- 
to tlie office of a friend of mine. To 
an old fogy like myself it meant 
money or a slice of good fortune in 
some form. Presuming on a long 
friendship, I said to my friend, "That 
m list give you a thrill.” His curt re- 
ply was, “You mean a chill. That was 
a notice there would be no dividends 
this quarter. They use the registered 
mail for the sad tidings just the same 
as they did for good news before the 
depression. Don’t kid yourself.” 

When You Need Nerve 

There are various tests to determine 
the condition of one’s nerves and al- 
though not familiar with them or their 
efficacy I should like to discuss an- 
other which no doubt has been over- 
looked. I refer to the placing of incan- 
descent bulbs in the ceilipg of a pub- 
lic assembly room. You are familiar 
with those clusters of bulbs that il- 
luminate scrolls and were highly pop- 
ular with a previous generation of ar- 
chitects. Well, the lights have to be 
changed like all others. 

Incandescent bulbs are so important 
that every citizen, be he owner, tenant 
or paid guest, has had something to 
do with them. Last August, when the 
rush was on to load the electric light 
company with as many dead bulbs as 
we could lay our hands on in ex- 
change for fresh ones — then. I repeat, 
we knew what it was to remove them 
from their sockets. No test of the 
nerves there, of course, but let’s go 
into the assembly hall to which I re- 
ferred. 

The electrician is provided with one 
of those contrivances which remind 
me for all the world of an apple-pick- 
er. He stands on a giant stepladder 
and he proceeds to lift the pole until 
the business end comes in contact with 
the old bulb. It lias to be done gently 
but firmly and once the bulb is prop- 
erly gripped it can he unscrewed. Then 
the entire operation has to be repeat- 
ed in order to place the new bulb in 
the socket. I suspect the latter is a 
bit more difficult. 

As one of a group I watched a man, 
who stood half-way up a 20-foot 
stepladder, while he manipulated a 30- 
foot pole to remove and replace bulbs 
in u ceiling of a 45-foot (high) room. 
You might think idle folks could find 
something more profitable to engage 
their attention. I beg to differ. There 
was something fascinating in watching 
the pole sway and the patience and 
persistence of the electrician. 

It required nearly five minutes tlie 
first time and when he finally com- 
pleted the single exchange of bulbs 
the crowd applauded. It may be com- 
forting to those who have gone 
through equally exacting tasks to 
learn that after all the struggle it was 
found the bulb was unfit for use. He 
had to remove it and stick up unother. 
Tlie second time it took him only two 
minutes. 

I marveled at the electrician’s skill 
and complimented him. He only 
shrugged his shoulders; denied that it 
tired his arms or required any tiling 
but practice. In fact he laughed when 
I suggested that it would lie a good 
way to test one’s nerves and declared 
lie had never thought of it in that way. 
To him it was just part of his regular 
job.

ANNUAL GRID GAME 
AT WALTHAM TO 
DRAW LOCAL FANS 

Tomorrow afternoon at the Waltham 
athletic field the Newton and Waltham 
high school football tennis will en- 
gage in their annual gridiron battle. 
As usual the game will attract many 
local fans and a close score Is pre- 
dicted. Despite the fact that Waltham 
has met but one defeat in an other- 
wise highly successful season and will 
nnturally be a pregnme favorite over 
the orange and black, the Newton 
lads are expected to arise to the oc- 
casion in traditional fashion. The 
Walthnm-Newton series has proven 
many times that season’s records 
mean but little once the teams line 
up on the field together. This year 
should he no exception. 

The Newton eleven has played a 
rather consistently strong defensive 
game although eight opponents have 
tallied a total of 95 points for an av- 
erage of 16 points per game. The 
Newton offense, however, has been ex- 
tremely spotty. In the second half of 
the Everett game the orange and 
black surged toward the Everett goal- 
line a number of times but each time 
failed to capitalize. In the Brockton 
game two or three assaults upon the 
Shoe City goal were successful and 
these two turned the tide in Newton’s 
favor. In the Quincy contest Coach 
Sanborn’s outfit waltzed down the 
field repeatedly but failed to come 
through in the last ditch and wound 
up on the short end of a 7 to 6 score. 
Against Rindge the Newton attack 
was hopeless with but one first down 
being made. Last Saturday Newton 
came to life again at Mancheseter 
and showed in many respects the best 
offense in any game this season. It 
is this fact that gives the local fans 
hope that the orange and black will 
come through tomorrow. Newton has 
the defensive strength to hold off the 
Watch City attack unless the Watch 
City outfit gets a number of the 
"breaks” which often decide a foot- 
ball game. Waltham has scored a to- 
tal of 112 points in 7 games for an 
average of a little better than 16 
points each contest indicating that 
Newton will not face a stronger op- 
ponent than It has already met this 
fall. On the other hand Waltham has 
held its seven opponents to the small 
total of 32 points or a little better 
than 7 per game. 

During the games played thus far 
Newton unquestionably has met 
stronger opposition than Waltham. In 
fact there has not been a set-up on the 
local schedule from the first game 
with Arlington down through those 
with Cambridge Latin. Lynn English, 
Everett, Brockton, Quincy, Rindge 
Tech and Manchester. The Watch 
City outfit, however, has had one or 
two breathers. Opening with Rindge 
the Leary-coached outfit has since met 
Maynard. Revere, Haverhill, Lynn 
English, Watertown and Medford. A 
mid-October game with Somerville 
was postponed because of heavy rain 
until Nov. 24th. In its seven games 
Waltham has been victorious in all 
except that with Medford by various 
scores including a 34 to 0 win over 
Maynard, a 34 to 14 win over Water- 
town and a 15 to 0 margin over Lynn 
English. Medford upset the Waltham 
team’s aspirations for the mythical 
State championship by a 12 to 6 score. 
Newton may catch the Watch City 
team before it has recovered from 
the effects of the Medford game. On 
the other hand Newton may catch 
Waltham on the rebound and find It- 
self up against an aroused eleven. 

Coach Sanborn will start the same 
line that took the field against Man- 
chester. namely Captain Gus Cas- 
toldi and Joe Byrne at the ends, How- 
Milner and Ben Grow at the 
tackles. Sam Miller and Gale Wisbach 
at the guards and Melvin Swig at cen- 
tre. Early replacement will he War- 
ren Wittens and McLean as ends, 
Hale and Clevenger, tackles. Joyce 
and Morrison, guards, and Packard 
or Stuart at centre. The starting 
baekfield will probably be Ernest Sav- 
ignano at quarterback, Ernie McLeod 
and Paul Treannie, halfbacks and 
Reardon at fullback. There Is a pos- 
sibility that Sargent Moore who was 
kept on the sidelines at Manchester 
with an ankle injury, may he in shape 
to take over the fullback berth. "Bud” 
Connolly is the only other baekfield 
player who Is not in shape. He re- 
ceived a knee injury that will keep 
him out indefinitely although It Is pos- 
sible it may round Into shape In time 
for the Thanksgiving Day game with 
Brookline. Woodward and Myers are 
due to see plenty of action In the 
baekfield if the regulars need replace- 
ment. This pair shone in the clos- 
ing period of the Manchester game 
when Newton marched deep into on 
emy territory before having to give 
up the hall. 

Waltham also has a few players 
who are not in the best of shape. 
Halfback Krol, one of Coach Leary’s 
best offensive players, is suffering 
from a shoulder Injury which may 
prove to be a dislocated shoulder al- 
though no definite proof of this has 
been available. Captain Anderson has 
had a "clmrley-horse” w hich has hand- 
icapped him considerably while an- 
other lineman is also suffering from 
a similar ailment. 

A glimpse into the past meetings 
between the two close rivals is not 
amiss. Tomorrow’s game will be the 
28th meeting between the two with 
Waltham having the Blight edge of 12 
wins to 9 for Newton with 6 ties 
thrown in for good measure. In the 
twenty-seven games Wultham has 
scored 259 points against 180 for the 
orange und black. The series began 
in 1904 and ran for fourteen yeuiH 
before interrupted by tly* year of the 
World War.

NEWTON PUTS UP 
GAME BATTLE BUT 
MANCHESTER WINS 

Playing one of the best games it lias 
shown this year, the Newton High 
school football team put up n game 
battle Inst Saturday against a strong 
Manchester High outfit In which the 
Granite Staters triumphed, 18 to 6. 
The orange and black put a drive into 
their game which had been lacking 
In many of its previous games and 
carried the fight right into the Little 
Green’s territory throughout the first 
half. In the closing minutes of the 
first half,’ Manchester, led by its two 
flashy stars, "Iron Bull” Duhisz and 
halfback Beaudet, chalked up its ini- 
tial touchdown after a 40-yard march. 
Early in the second half a Duhisz punt 
set Newton back to its goal line and 
following Savignano’s punt the home 
team staged a 30-yard drive for its sec- 
ond score. Newton came right back 
to march into Manchester’s territory 
at the close of the third session. On 
the first play of the final period, Ernie 
Savignano, who had been a constant 
threat to Manchester all afternoon, 
found a hole at tackle, cut off to his 
right and swept into the clear for a 
30-yard run and Newton’s only score. 
Manchester’s final tally came near the 
close of the game after a 45-yard drive. 

Through the brilliant work of its 
driving backs. Manchester ran up 
twelve first downs ngalnst six for 
Newton, one of which came with a 
15-ynrd penalty against Manchester for 
slugging. Incidentally, the Newton 
team had to take plenty of punishment 
during the game. Two punts by Duhisz 
were the plays which actually turned 
the tables on the Newton eleven, how- 
ever. In the second period Duhisz 
kicked over Savignano’s head to the 
10-yard line to put. Newton in a hole. 
Savignnno’s ensuing punt only carried 
to the Newton 40 where Manchester 
began its march. Again in the third 
period Duhisz directed a low driving 
punt just out of Savignano’s reach 
and McLeod properly played it safe 
instead of taking the hall on the run 
with a chance of fumbling. The ball 
bounded crazily out of McLeod’s reach 
and Savignano had to chase it back to 
the five-yard line. He got back as far 
as his 10-yard stripe hut was downed 
there. His kick from the goal line 
then gave Manchester the ball on the 
Newton 30, and a chance to drive for 
its second score. 

First Period 

Castoldi kicked off with Slovak, 
Manchester right end, running the 
ball back 20 yards to the Manchester 
45. On the first play Manchester 
fumbled and Newton recovered on the 
Manchester 40. Reardon was thrown 
for a seven-yard loss and Savignano 
for five more by the fast charging 
Little Green line. Savignano kicked and 
when the Manchester receiver 
fumbled on the home team’s 20-yard 
stripe, Howie Milner, Newton right 
tackle, recovered the ball to give New- 
ton a break. In two tries at the line. 
Treannie picked up but two yards. A 
pass was Incomplete and when Sav- 
ignano failed to gain, Manchester took 
the ball on downs. Duhisz immediate- 
ly kicked to midfield. McLeod start- 
ed around right end hut found his way 
blocked, deserting his interference he 
reversed his field and raced around 
left end for a three-yard gain. Savig- 
nano failed to gain and then kicked 
to the corner of the field on the five- 
yard line.

Annual Red Cross 
Roll-Call Opened 
Armistice Day 

The annual roll-call of tho Ameri- 
can Red Cross opened on Armistice 
Day and will ho continued until 
Thanksgiving Day. The quota of the 
Newton Chapter of 0,000 members was 
met last year by 0028 members plac- 
ing Newton twenty-first In Massa- 
chusetts with 9.19 per cent of its pop- 
ulation. 

During 1933-1934 all branches of 
Chapter activities have been repre- 
sented- The first duty of all Red 
Cross organization 

HOME SERVICE— assistance to vet- 
erans or families of veterans. 48 
families of which 2 1 were given 344 
interviews; 82 letters were received 
in connection with the cases, 135 let- 
ters were written. This service con- 
sists more in aiding in regard to hos- 
pitalization and legal matters, espe- 
cially of guardianship rather than 
financial assistance. To men in actual 
service to the country 108 Christmas 
Bags were sent — the contents the 
same — sewing kits, writing materials, 
diary, tooth brush and cream, hand- 
kerchief, knife — all wrapped in gay 
papers and beautifully done by the 
Girl Scouts. 80 books, 16 packs of 
cards, 11 jigsaw puzzles were sent to 
the Navy Yard to go to hospitals. 

MOTOR CORPS — a very active serv- 
ice carried on by receiving calls from 
Welfare Agencies to transport tho 
physically incapacitated to hospitals 
and clinics. 312 volunteer drivers (an 
average of 26 per month) drove 16,- 
911 miles, 1634 hours, carried 1634 pa- 
tients and in addition 384 who accom- 
panied them to take care of them. 
Where patients were able to go phy- 
sically, hut not financially carfares 
assisted. For instance, a girl who 
had suffered four years from eye trou- 
ble w’as given $4.40 in carfares, en- 
abling her to go to the Eye and Ear 
Infirmary for treatments and in a lit- 
tle over two months w f as cured. 

HOME HYGIENE AND CARE OF 
THE SICK classes, by the Chapter 
Instructor, represented 10 classes. 170 
began the work. 138 received certifi- 
cates. Girl and Boy Scouts, Com- 
munity Centres, club women took the 
course. 


FIRST AID — reached about the 
same typo of groups as Home Hy- ! 
giene and Care of the Sick, but per- 
haps more classes among the public 
and parochial schools. Here, too, 190 
began. 128 received certificates. In 
addition 86 Health Talks were given 
to members of Americanization 
classes. 

NUTRITION a consultation service 
for Health and Welfare Agencies — 
Newton Hospital, District Nursing 
Ass'll, Welfare Bureau, Dept, of Pub- 
lic Welfare. School Dept., Community 
Centers. 97 clinics at Newton Hospi- 
tal reached 340 patients (this repre- 
sents visits but the same patient of 
course for numerous visits). 252 
visits in the homes were made by the 
Chapter Nutritionist, Miss Charlotte 
Raymond. Nutrition uml Health Ed- 
ucation classes for Americanization 
groups. Mothers' Meetings, Girls’ 
Clubs, nurses, etc., made a total of 
38 groups. Exhibits and tulks of 
“Foreign Food Habits and Customs” 
were given. 

PRODUCTION enrolled practically 
the city of Newton sewing in church- 
es, clubs, and social groups making 
up 4080 garments. 590 individuals 
knit sweaters, cups and mittens — a 
totul of 4670 articles. A small group 
of ludies. with the help of an electric 
cutter prepared ull the garments for 
the sewing and of material which had 
come through Nutiouul Headquarters 
who in turn received it from tho Gov- 
ernment. Red Cross members distrib- 
uted 10,673 gurments in a room at 
City Hull to recipients of cards from 
Welfare agencies, thus insuring inves- 
tigation by u trained worker of all 
cases. 6000 gurments were ready- 
made. received from Headquarters 
through uppllcution in the same man- 
ner us was tho cloth. Included in the 
totul wore 346 blankets, 104 puffs, 49 
complete layettes, additional, were 
given at the Chapter Office to Welfare 
Agencies. 

LIFE SAVING which also Included 
touching people to swim, curried on 


at the City’s bathing beach at Crystal 
enrolled 47 as qualified Junior Life 
Savers, 38 as Seniors, 296 who passed 
the Beginners’ Test, 121 who pussed 
the Swimmers’ Test, 294 instructed in 
swimming. 330 enrolled in Recreation- 
al Swimming — the latter service in- 
tended to retain the Interest in the 
work of a group who knew how to 
swim but who were below the age 
required for Junior Life Saving in- 
struction. The Playground Dept, co- 
Hospltal, carrying knitted and sewed 


operates yearly with the Red Cross in 
the swimming program inasmuch as 
their Life Guards are always Red 
Cross Examiners and their women 
guards instruct girls and the Chapter 
Instructor, E. M. Westgate instructs 
boys only. The Playground Dept, has 
an annual swimming meet, in which 
the Red Cross participates. 

BRAILLE or writing for the blind 
was transcribed by one Chapter mem- 
ber. Richard Halliburton’s book 
“The Flying Carpet," 352 pages of or- 
dinary printed matter, became 561 
pages of Braille and 6 volumes when 
complete. 

JUNIOR RED CROSS really means 
all school children, for the schools 
are 100% Junior members. A con- 
tribution of any size enrolls a child 
and this money goes to many serv- 
ices. Free milk for undernourished 
children In the schools, carried on 
for the most part through the sale of 
Christmus Seuls hy the Tuberculosis 
League, during the depression could 
not do its usual umount of work, so 
the Junior Red Cross, which hud ul- 
ways supplemented, took on the work, 
furnishing milk lunches in 12 different 
schools. $50 of Junior money was 
sent direct to the National Children’s 
Fund; $44 provided toothbrushes for 
school children; 308 Red Cross maga- 
zines for Juniors were subscribed for. 
43 children needing attention for eye 
trouble received examinations and 
glusses, one child wus financed for a 
necessary tonsil and adenoid opera- 
tion. Sewing classes in Junior and 
Senior High Schools made 138 dresses, 
cutting them themselves; in addition 
they hemmed 125 diapers. 

GRAY LADIES 3 trained by tho 
requisite course served 241 hours at 
the U. S. Veterans Hospital ut Bed- 
ford. entertaining the men by guinea, 
reuding to them and last Christmus 
time going to the woods with them 
collecting greens for decorations. 
This wreuth making work, u fairly new 
idea ut Bedford, proved of interest to 
men whom it had hitherto been im- 
possible to reach. Gray Ludies are 
also the go-betweens of Chapter uud 


garments pledged to Nutional Head- 
quarters for this institution; also see- 
ing that the room at Bedford, called 
the Newton Room, equipped by New- 
ton Chapter, is in good condition. 



Rotary Club 


Nearly two hundred members and 
guests of the Newton, Watertown, 
Concord and Waltham Rotary Clubs 
gathered Wednesday noon in a joint 
meeting at tho Lutheran Church of 
Waltham at a Rotary meeting spon- 
sored by the Waltham Rotary Club. 
President Harry Starr of the Waltham 
Club presided and introduced Dr. 
Charles E. Barker of Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, well-known inspirational Ro- 
tary speaker. Dr. Barker, whose talks 
to young people and adults, have at- 
tracted large audiences wherever he 
speaks, addressed two other meetings 
in Waltham in the afternoon at the 
South Junior High School and in the 
evening at the Hovey Institute. 

Dr. Barker chose for his talk at the 
Rotary Club meeting the topic “Ro- 
tary and Its By-Products.” With bits of 
humor and psychology, intermingled 
with a vein of seriousness of purpose 
Dr. Barker lived up to his reputation 
as an exceptionally impressive speak- 
er. A Rotarian for many years, he 
expressed his belief that the main 
purpose of Rotary, as founded in 1905 
by a group of four men in Chicago, 
was to develop friendship among men. 
He characterized it as a great enough 
motive to adhere to always. Illus- 
trating his point he related Thomas 
Edison’s reply to a reporter in an in- 
terview at the time of the observ- 
ance a few years ago of the anni- 
versary of the development of the in- 
candescent light. The reporter asked 
Mr. Edison what his greatest single 
achievement had been and the famous 
inventor replied that it was in the 
"making of a few honest-to-God 
friends.” Friendship. Dr. Barker add- 
ed is a thing which cannot he taken 
away by a depression. 

Rotary, however, has accomplished 
many other things which were not 
thought of at the time of its organi- 
zation. Among tho most important 
of these has been a noticeable de- 
crease in religious and political bigo- 
try and intolerance. No other organ- 
ization in tho world, with the excep- 
tion of other service clubs, has done 
more. This has been brought about 
through the fact that but three quali- 
fications are necessary for a member 
of a service club. He must be moral- 
ly clean, a square-shooter in business, 
and measurably successful in his pro- 
fession. Continued association of men 
with these qualifications has swept 
aside much of the religious intoler- 
ance that existed not long ago. 

Another important by-product of Ro- 
tary is the realization that the mak- 
ing of money Is not the most impor- 
tant thing in life. Money is not per- 
manent. Permanent Joy is obtained 
through the development of the spirit 
of helping others. Tho more one gives 
to others the richer one becomes. Dr. 
Barker cited a number of instances 
where such help bus brought huppi- 
ness which can never be taken away 
and closed his talk with reference 
to the teachings of Jesus in this re- 
spect.

Have you realized that there are but thirty-one more shop- 
ping days before Christmas? It has been estimated that during 
the past year some seven and a half million persons have ac- 
cumulated in Christmas Club accounts a total of three hun- 
dred and seventy millions of dollars. This amount will be 
distributed within the next few weeks with the average per 
member in the neighborhood of fifty dollars. The total is 
slightly higher than that of a year ago (about 6%) while the 
amount per member has increased ten per cent.

Another twenty-five per cent will be used for permanent sav- 
ings while the remainder will be largely used toward the pay- 
ment of taxes, mortgage interest, insurance premiums, edu- 
cation, travel and charity. Massachusetts alone will distribute 
nearly twenty-eight millions of dollars. With such a start it 
looks as though Santa Claus might be headed for a good year. 
Do your Christmas shopping early. And do it with your local 
merchants. 
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FILLING VACANCIES 

Governor Ely has every prerogative and right to make what- 
ever appointments to State positions that he desires before 
leaving office early next year. The people are more interested 
in the calibre of the appointees than they are in the personal 
wrangles between the Governor and the Governor-elect. The 
Governor’s Council has the powers of confirmation of such ap- 
pointments and regardless of party, political influence, grati- 
tude or personal friendship there is the obligation of selecting 
proper officials. There is little doubt that some of Governor 
Ely’s appointments will meet with opposition. There is the 
possibility that some of these appointments will receive confirm- 
ation regardless of such opposition. In such cases, where the 
good of the State is concerned, there often remains the oppor- 
tunity for removal. If necessary, it should be exercised. 


THE TWO YEARS AHEAD 

Now that the smoke of battle has cleared away we can 
look ahead and estimate what the next two years will bring in 
the wav of governmental policies. We refer particularly to 
the State. With Governor Curley as the Chief Executive, a Re- 
publican Council with a slim Republican majority, a State Sen- 
ate practically in a deadlock, and a House with a Republican 
majority tremendously depleted there is every indication that 
the next two years will be exceedingly interesting. There is 
plenty of hard work and responsibility in store for those who 
are ready to bear their share of the burden. The people of 
Massachusetts still desire sound government — but they want 
a sound government with a practical program of social legis- 
lation.

To extend the 
fire alarm system to Dudley id. $200 
were appropriated and as additional 
payment to Antonia Karlonis for land 
taken in 1929 near Pettee st., Newton 
Upper Falls, $1665. About 32,000 
square feet of back land was taken 
to Increase the size of the playground 
at the Emerson School. City Solicitor 
Bartlett at that time awarded $1635 
to Mrs. Karlonis. 

The whole of the land owned by 
Mrs. Karlonis was assessed for $2700 
and the award was made on the basis 
of this value, iu addition to the fact 
that the land taken was back land 
and not developed. Mrs. Karlonis 
entered suit aguinst the city and the 
case was to come up in court last 
Tuesday, so at the meeting Monday 
night the City Solicitor recommend- 
ed the additional payment. Aider- 
man Temperley objected to the addi- 
tional payment. He said it would he 
at the rate of about 10 cents per 
square foot, a value much higher 
thun the assessed value of the land. 

The Aldermen voted to name the 
playground at the site of tho former 
dump on Warren street, Newton Cen- 


tre the “Edwin S. Webster Play- 
ground” in honor of the donor of this 
land. A license to operate 2 pool 
tables at 193 Adams street \*as granted 
to Edward Veduccio of Riverdale avt- 
nue, Nonantum. A $50,000 bond issue 
was authorized to finance the con- 
struction of sewers and drains.

ABOUT TOWN

The practice of double parking au- 
tomobiles on streets is one of the 
worst truffle nuisances today, and one 
that has rapidly increased. It is dif- 
ficult for police to curb it when they 
bring offenders into court only to 
huv»* some judges place such cases 
on file or find the offenders not guilty. 


We have been asked hy elderly res- 
idents of this city to call attention to 
the manner in which some boys and 
girls attending Newton High School 
walk along the sidewulks on Wulnut 
street, Newtonvilio. Our informants 
huvo told us that these students, cer- 
tuinly old enough to know better, 
wulk three and four ubreust, show no 
respect for age, and jostle elderly 
men and women whom they meet on 
the sidewalks. 


A Democratic friend delivered him- 
self of this remark on November 7, 
1934: "The Republican party was 

dead in the fall of 1932, but didn’t 
know it. In the fall of 1934, the Re- 
publican party is dead, and knows 
it!” The political tornado which 
swept over the United States on No- 
vember 6. took a heavy toll in Mass- 
achusetts. The Republican party lost 
every State office save that of Secre- 
tary of State, yielded two seats on 
the Governor’s Council, which now 
stands 5 to 4 in favor of the G. O. P., 
saw a substantial working majority 
in the State Senate developed into a 
deadlock at 20 to 20, and a majority 
of over 50 in the lower House dwin- 
dled to such a small figure as to 
make it practically negligible. There 
are some faint-hearted Republicans 
who even suggest that it might be 
good strategy to allow the Democrats 
to organize both branches of the Leg- 
islature. and place full responsibility I 
on Governor-Elect Curley’s shoulders. 
This, however, will probably not be 
done. Sixteen of the 20 Republican 
Senators have already been in con- 
ference, and the chances are they will 
endeavor to work out a plan to re- 
elect Erland F. Fish, President. The 
Republican party lost two Congress- 
men, Robert Luce in the Ninth Dis- 
trict, and Frank H. Foss of Fitchburg, 
in the Third. Luce’s defeat was no 
surprise to anyone who had followed 
the campaign closely. To many, 
however, Foss's defeat was a real 
shock. The Congressional delegation 
from Massachusetts now stands 8 Re- 
publicans, 7 Democrats— almost a trag- 
edy in itself. Worst of all, however, 
from the standpoint of the old-fash- 
ioned die-hard Republican was the 
apparent crumbling of various Coun- 
ty rings. 

In Middlesex County, Victor F. Jew- 
ett was defeated by the Democrat, 
Hrennan of Medford in Essex County, 
Commissioner Trefry was eased out of 
the picture, and I believe that a Dem- 
ocrat was victorious in the Worcester 
District. Incidentally, it has been very 
difficult to secure accurate information 
regarding the detailed vote. It was at 
least three days before the Boston 
papers carried the total vote for even 
the major State offices. Nowhere have 
I seen any figures concerning the 
minor parties’ candidates. The So- 
cialist party figures may be very in- 
teresting this year, on account of the 
increased number of candidates from 
that party. 

Although the Democrats did not 
seem to understand that County offi- 
cers are sacred to the Republicans and 
must not be tampered with under any 
circumstances, they did not under- 
stand very definitely what they were 
doing when they reelected David I 
Walsh to the U. S. Senate by a plur- 
ality of 304,000 over Robert M. Wash- 
burn. This figure exceeded Gov.- 
Elect Curley’s total by over 100,000 
votes. It puts a crimp in Mr. Curley’s 
aspirations to be the undisputed lead- 
er of Massachusetts Democracy. How- 
ever. the former Mayor won plenty of 
glory on Nov. 6. He was elected Gov- 
ernor by a splendid vote, in view of 
the knifing lie doubtless received from 
some of the more rabid Walsh sup- 
porters; and he had the satisfaction — 
if he can derive any satisfaction from 
such an accomplishment — of defeating 
one ot the finest men, and one of the 
most capable and deserving Republi- 
can candidates ever nominated for 
Governor. Unfortunately for Bacon, 
he was running at the worst possible 
time for him within the memory of 
most of us. In normal times he would 
probably have defeated Curley almost 
us easily as Fuller did in 1924 (160,- 

000 votes), — but these are not normal 
times. 

One of the prominent Republican 
candidates on the State ticket went 
so tar as to say to me that it looked 
as though the political day of the Ba- 
ons, Saltonstalls, Richardsons, Hert- 
•rs, and Weeks, had definitely passed. 
This, however, presents a gloomier 
picture than circumstances warrant. 

If I really believed that from now on, 
a man of Bacon’s background, educa- 
tion and qualifications for public serv- 
ice. was to he shunted one side and 
told he was not wanted in public life, 

1 should be terribly depressed. But, 
having heard Governor Ely speaking 
at tiie Harvard Club, in a more per- 
sonal vein thun is possible when ho 
is talking for publication, I feel con- 
fident that the exact opposite is true, 
namely, that men of education and 
ideals, and an aptitude and an urge 
for public service, will ho increasing- 
ly needed if American Democracy is 
to succeed: Yes, if it is even to live. 

In these days of stress and emotion, 
principles and ideals are lost in the 
shuffle, and the average man in pub- 
lic life is interested too much in pleas- 
ing a majority of the voters, regard- 
less of his own convictions, and quite 
regardless of the eventuul public wel- 
fare. Circumstances and not men 
make tho issue, and catch phrases, 
if plausible and euphonious, win thous- 
ands of voters. Does any sane man 
doubt that Caspar G. Bacon, for ex- 
ample, is less concerned with work 
and wages than James M. Curley? Yes, 
you say. but Curley rose from the 
great middle class, whereas Bacon is 
an aristocrat, and theroforo less in 
tune with tho unemployed and the 
suffering. Let’s grant that, for tho 
suko of argument. Then let’s turn to 
our beloved und distinguished Presi 
dent, Franklin D. Roosevelt, to whom 
ail Democratic candidates, high und 
low, made unseemly husto to puy hom- 
age, — some sincerely and others with 
gross insincerity. Is not ho an aris- 
tocrat? Is it not true that ho was 
born to wealth, and that ho spends 
some of his leisure houA with men 


like Vincent Astor? If the trnppings 
of wealth and society nro quite in 
keeping with tho office of President 
of tho United States, how does it come 
that they constitute the biggest argu- 
ment advanced hy some of tho great- 
est spellbinders against Caspar G. Ba- 
con? Oh, consistency! Thy name is 
not known to the species politicos. 

A brief glance, now. at the bal- 
ance of the Republican ticket. John 
W. Haigis, whom many likened to Cal- 
vin Coolidge when they snw him at 
a distance, went down to unexpected 
defeat. He conducted a very unsel- 
fish campaign, spending most of his 
time in praise of Bacon. His defeat 
by over 70,000 votes by Mayor Jos- 
eph Hurley of Fall River was a dis- 
tinct shock, as It was felt In many' 
quarters that he would be elected, re- 
gardless of what happened to the rest 
of tho ticket. Frederic W. Cook, next 
to Haigis, was considered the best 
Republican vote-getter, but he would 
never have survived the landslide had 
he not been pitted against the weak- 
est Democrat of the entire lot. It is 
a curious coincidence that both par- 
ties seem to have played their racial 
strategy the same way. Dr. Santosu- 
osso, the Democratic candidate for 
Secretary of State, a prominent rep- 
resentative of the Italian race, was 
contending against the man who 
proved to be the most popular Repub- 
lican in Massachusetts at the mo- 
ment. On the Republican side, we 
find Oscar U. Dionne, the extremely 
popular representative of the French 
constituency, stacked up against the 
strongest Democratic vote-getter, 
State Treasurer Charles F. Hurley. 
What I am getting at is that neither 
party shows a disposition to hand 
out an honor unless it represents a 
forlorn hope. It was, however, some- 
what amazing that Dionne did not 
carry his own city of New Bedford. 

Alonzo B. Cook, the perpetual thorn 
in the side of the G. O. P., actually! 
outran Dionne, who had the full par- 
ty support. This is Cook’s third 
straight defeat. In defeating him, 
Thomas H. Buckley rolled up the 
biggest plurality of anyone save 
Charles F. Hurley, who was reelect- 
ed Treasurer, and, of course, Sena- 
tor Walsh. It is a good guess that 
the supporters of Mrs. Pidgeon, who 
lost the nomination in the Republican 
primary, contributed to Buckley’s vic- 
tory. Joseph E. Warner made the 
best showing of any of the Republi- 
cans on the State ticket except F. W. 
Cook. He was defeated by less than 
40,000 votes. His success over the 
period of the last decade or so ap- 
pears to be due to ex-Governor Ful- 
ler, who made a political martyr out 
of him in Warner’s earlier days, and 
also to his cleverness and versatility 
in making strategic appointments in 
his office. He has invariably covered 
every important racial group. 

Robert M. Washburn made a very 
definite contribution to the political 
campaign. He was the most colorful 
figure of the entire lot. He was at 
all times himself. Of how many po- 
litical candidates can that he said? 

It was a pity that he could not have 
succeeded in unseating Senator 
Walsh, for he is the one man who 
could have handled Huey Long to the 
queen's taste. Washburn started in 
as a forlorn hope — almost a joke. Had 
it not been for the political boner 
which Judson Hannigau pulled, he 
would probably never have made 
the run. He offered himself to the 
party when no other Republican of 
prominence and ability had the cour- 
age and the unselfishness to either 
seek or accept the nomination. Af- 
ter the extent of his defeat was 
known, Washburn made the following 
statement: “I was licked from the 
start by a strong candidate and the 
New Deal. I was licked badly be- 
cause the first and pretty much the 
only thought of the Republicans in 
Massachusetts was to lick Mr. Cur- 
ley. I was left to crawl up on the 
beach, If I could. I have no kick." 

Robert Luce is outmoded political- 
ly. He is the older statesman type 
who had no more chance against May- 
or Russell than an old Model T has 
aguinst a 1934 Ford. Luce couldn’t 
even carry his home city of Waltham, 
and he ran 2,000 votes behind Bacon 
in Newton in spite of the clever man- 
ipulation of the liquor interests in that 
city. Unfortunately for the Congress- 
man. he has no personal magnetism. 
He lacks flexibility. He is not an ap- 
pealing candidate in any sense of the 
word, and it was utterly impossible 
for him to overcome the strong resent- 
ment to his candidacy, — not merely 
among the wets, but also among the 
more rabid supporters of Mayor 
Weeks. There is no use blinking the 
fact that Luce wus supposed to liave 
stepped aside this Fall in favor of our 
Muyor. It would seem as though he 
has now paid the price. Let us hope 
thut he will not persist in his ambi- 
tion to make the race for the Senate 
in 1936. Bacon and possibly Washburn 
or Mayor Weeks would appeur to have 
the right of way— at least so far as 
Luce is concerned. 

In conclusion, let us remember 
that the Republican party is founded 
on principles and not on men — that 
these principles are still ulive and that 
there is no cause for taking too seri- 
ously the mock funeral oration which 
our good friend, Will Rogers, delivered 
over the radio lust Sunday night.

“Too bad the orchestra doesn’t play 
‘Tlte Continental’,” Now that uppeurs 
to he the name of the newest dance, 
in case you’re not among tho initi- 
ated, and naturally it caused some 
talk. Word was passed around, even 
as far as the musicians’ gallery. Soon 
one of the committee on arrangements 
appeared at the young man’s side, say- 
ing, “The orchestra will play ‘The 
Continental’ if you’ll give us an ex- 
hibition dance.” It was plainly put- 
ting tho boustful one on the spot, but 
ho was gutne — individualistic, to ho 
exact. Ho consented and to tho 
strains of the music went through the 
movements, producing a combination 
of steps reminiscent of Fred Astaire 
and "Bill” (Bojangles) Robinson. 

Tho 100 or more dancers who 
watched the young man wore most 
enthusiastic and upplauded loudly. Ho 
bowed grucefully in acknowledgment. 
Somo time later, when ho could get 
uwuy from the congratulatory throng 
ho made for tho refreshment room to 
Join his girl friend. “Darling, you 
were wonderful!” she exclaimed.

The recent election tended to show 
once more the correctness of those 
who contend that a large percentage 
of the electorate is unfit for self 
government. They will vote for any 
candidate who bears the label of the 
party to which they blindly adhere, re- 
gardless of his lack of qualifications. 
They make no effort to learn any- 
thing about the candidates’s character, 
or lack of it. Thus, in the last elec- 
tion many citizens of Newton voted 
for a candidate who is not a bona- 1 
fide resident of tl*e district in which 
he sought high office; who is not a.j 
member of the profession to which 
he has purported to belong: and 
whose record in general is such 
that most of those who voted for him 
would not have done so if they knew 
more about him. But, Republicans 
and Democrats both continue to stu- 
pidly and servilely “vote the straight 
ticket.” 

Newton, since its inception irv rly 
three centuries ago, lias developed on 
a village basis. This type of develop- 
ment is responsible for the fact thnt 
this city became one of the outstand- 
ing communities ot this country. Ig- 
noring this historical past of Newton 
and its happy results, the committee 
of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to revise the Ward lines of the city, 
proposes to split some of the larger 
villages of the city into different po- 
litical units instead of continuing them 
as in the past — each larger village in- 
cluded in a Ward by Itself. Our pub- 
lic school system, our churches and 
social activities have nearly all been 
organized on a village basis. The 
proposed changes planned by the Al- 
dermen would disrupt this. For in- 
stance — Ward 1 — starting at the Fan- 
euil-Brighton line — would extend 
along the North side of the Boston 
Albany tracks through Nonantum to 
the Newtonvllle-West Newton line at 
Albemarle rd. It would include in one 
Ward persons who never have ordin 
ary opportunities to meet each other, 
whose interests, so far as city activi- 
ties are concerned, are widely diver- 
gent. And instead of holding hear- 
ings on this extremely important mut- 
ter in each village, as was done some 
years ago on the matter of selecting 
the city hall site, only one public 
hearing is announced, that at City 
Hall next Wednesday night. We trust 
that popular Indignation against the 
presept plan and tho failure to afford 
citizens proper opportunities to pub- 
licly discuss it will cause the Aider- 
men to arrange for village hearings 
and more deliberation by Newton citi- 
zens on this vital change in the poli- 
tical make-up of this city. 


Nero fiddled (according to legend) 
while Rome burned. And tho little 
humans here in Massachusetts 1900 
years later with considerable of the 
complex which characterized Nero, 
vote to legalize betting on two of 
tho biggest “sucker" rackets yet de- 
vised — horse and dog racing. They 
go and bet nearly three-quarters of a 
million dollars in a few hours at a 
nearby race track. And lose 10% 
of it legally. Most of those who have 
boon putronizing the race tracks are 
included in tho musses more or loss 
adversely affected by tho depression. 
Many of them can’t meet their ordin- 
ary expenses but they fatuously seok 
to bolster up their meugre resources 
by gambling on the horses— and los- 
ing. The profits made by race track 
promoters are so great that it isn’t 
strange certain politicians in this 
State and their associates want to 
get in on the raco track gravy in 
Massachusetts. Of course tho com- 
mission appointed by tho irreproach- 
able Governor Ely will see to it that 
ruce truck franchises in Massachu- 
setts will be granted with strict con- 
sideration given to the highest othicul 
uspects of this matter, und only to 
men of lofty character who can bo 
depended upon to keep tho racing- 
gambling activities on a very honest 
plune.

Hospital Report 
For Three Months 
Is Interesting 

Them is much local Interest In the 
following report of the executive 
committee of the Newton Hospital for 
the quarterly period ending on Sept. 
30th. The report was given to the 
trustees of the hospital by the chair- 
man of the executive committee, Herb- 
ert M. Cole. 

"The outstanding Item of Interest is 
the improvement and, enlargement of 
the out-patient quarters recently com- 
pleted. We have doubled the floor 
space available for this hitherto 
greatly crowded department, at a cost 
of something over $7,500. This de- 
partment Is for the patients of slender 
income who cannot afford a private 
physician. 

"Another rather large capital Item 
was the $3,230 expended for a new 
metal washer for the laundry to re- 
place an old worn-out wooden affair. 
Bear in mind that almost 100,000 pieces 
a month are handled In our laundry. 
The new machine has already demon- 
strated its economy. 

We have also replaced the old and 
dangerous wooden steps leading from 
Washington st. to the out-patient de- 
partment, with new concrete steps and 
platform, together with an iron rail, 
at a cost of around $500. This was a 
greatly needed bit of replacement 
work. 

“President Frost with Miss Allen 
and the Chairman of the^ Committee, 
were recently called ^before, the 
Budget Committee of the Community 
Chest for the purpose of presenting 
and explaining our 1935 budget. At 
that time we informed the Chest Com 
mittee that so far as it was possible 
for us to estimate income and outgo 
for the year 1935 — obviously a very 
difficult matter — we figured on a def- 
icit of $58,850. This was after credit- 
ing $21,000 from endowment income 
and $9,000 estimated to be received 
from Wellesley. We must reckon 
with a large increase in food and fuel 
costs as well as many supply Items. 
We are also confronted with a materi- 
al increase in what appears on our re- 
ports as ’medical and surgical sal- 
aries.’ This represents the salaries 
which we are paying our graduate 
nurses as compared with the free 
service of student nurses. Newton 
patients demand the very highest 
quality of service. During the current 
year we have added 28 graduates in or- 
der to improve our nursing service 
to the highest standard possible. 
Highly desirable as we believe this to

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Newton Community Chest 

Enters Final Stretch 
Of Colorful Campaign 

Officials Make Stirring Appeals To Everyone To Do Their 
Part Toward Success 


Returns indicate the Community 
Chest campaign is making normal 
progress in the face of the most dif- 
ficult winter which has yet confronted 
the sick and needy of Newton. But 
as was said in the final radio pro- 
gram on November 21, by Mr. Donald 
I). McKay, Director of the drive: "If 
every worker will work, and if every 
citizen will give, — as if it were his 
family, his child or his parent that 
was facing an operation without funds,

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few and far between. They have auto- 
matically taken themselves out of the 
company of decent citizens. I predict 
that there will be fewer of these than 
ever before.” 

And now quoting from the speech 
of the Rev. Herbert Hitchens: “The 
ones who are suffering are not wast- 
rels — they are self-respecting men and 
women — your neighbors and mine, 
with the abilities equal to ours. IT 
you have not tried to project yourself 
into such a situation you have neg- 
lected part of your human duty — the 
duty that bids us understand and ap- 
preciate what many of our fellows are 
going through. It is startling to real- 
ize that of the 65,000 or more of our 
city’s population there were only 8,200 
contributors to the Community Chest 
last year, yet in the same year we had 
25,000 registered automobiles!”

If a young man calls at your house 
to ask you such questions as "When 
was your house built? How many 
hath rooms have you? Do you use 
gas or electricity for cooking?” You 
will know that the real property in- 
ventory is bHng taken in Newton un- 
der the ERA project No. F-2-U-2 au- 
thorized by Mr. Harold Young, the 
ERA Administrator for the City of 
Newton. 

These young men are enumerators 
working under the ERA. They are 
provided with certificates of identifi- 
cation containing a signed statement 
that all information received by the 
enumerator will be kept strictly con- 
fidential. 

This inventory has been taken in 
sixty-five cities throughout the coun- 
try. It concerns dwelling houses pri- 
marily and calls for answers to thir- 
ty five questions, many of which will 
he answered by the enumerator from 
Ills own observation: there are others, 
such as the age of the house, extra 
families, rent, fuel, which will have to 
depend on tlie answers you give him. 

The data collected by the property 
inventory will be used as a basis for 
alloting money by the federal gov- 
ernment under a recently passed na- 
tional housing act, as well as for re- 
covery projects directed locally.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


WALTHAM WINS 6-0 
BY BLOCKED PUNT 
IN LAST PERIOD 

Wnlthnm High squeezed out n 6 
to 0 victory over Newton high last 
Saturday at Wnlthnm In the annual 
gridiron bnttle between the two rivals 
before a crowd of more than six thou- 
sand spectators. A blocked punt mid- 
way of the final period was the me- 
dium by which the Watch City scored 
its first victory over a Newton eleven 
sinco 1929 and its first points against 
Newton in three years. 

Ernest Schwotzer, star guard, was 
the Waltham hero who got through 
on Savignano to block the punt and 
Phil Barry, Wnlthnm end, scooped up 
the hall and raced 40 yards for tho 
winning tally. The try for point by 
placement was blocked by Ben Grow 
and the score stood 6 to 0. 

Until the blocked punt Waltham 
had not once had possession of the 
ball inside the Newton 40-yard stripe 
so tight was the Newton defense. 
With but three minutes to play in 
tlu» last period Waltham recovered 
Savignano's fumble of a punt on the 
Newton 8 yard line but again the New- 
ton line withstood the test. After 
Newton took the bnll on downs on 
this occasion Gazlano got through 
the Newton line on third down and 
nailed Savignano as he attempted to 
pass from the goalline. Savignano 
landed inside by a foot, averting a 
safety by a narrow margin. Newton 
pulled out of that hole and the game 
ended a few plays later near the 
Newton 35 yard stripe. 

Several questionable interpreta- 
tions of the rules were made by tho 
officials in contrast to that of 
Newton’s other games this season. 
Four Instances stood out which gave 
the spectators amusement a well as 
the opportunity to criticise. The first 
came midway of the first period when 
Savignano scooped up McMullen’s 
fumble on a tackle thrust and raced 
25 yards to the Waltham goal. This 
of course is illegal as the defense can- 
not advance a recovered fumble. The 
referee at first started to have the 
two teams line up for the try after 
touchdown but with the error point- 
ed out to him the ball was brought 
hack to the Waltham 25 and given to 
Newton. On the next to the last play 
of the half Myers tossed a pass down 
the middle. Being rushed Myers had 
to throw the hall inaccurately and it 
went straight Into the arms of an in- 
eligible player and hounded out again. 
Newton was* penalized 15 yards al- 
though the correct interpretation of 
the rule should have been the loss of 
the ball at the spot of the previous 
down. Coach Sanborn went out on 
the field to inform the official that the 
hall should go to Waltham but with- 
out success. A third "boner” on the 
part of the officials worked a distinct 
hardship against the orange and black. 
Early in the fourth period Schwotzer 
dropped out of the Waltham line to 
throw a pass with Castoldl and Wit- 
tens. Newton ends, rushing him. Cas- 
toldi batted the ball out of his hands, 
snatched it on the rebound and ran 
the 25 yards to the Waltham goal. 
The ball was brought buck, however, 
as the run was illegal. The officials 
ruled the play an incompleted for- 

ward pass and gave it back to Walr 
tliam at the spot where it had been 
put in play. It seemed to many that 
the ball had been knocked out of 
Schwotzer’s hands before he had 

thrown it and the play might well 
have been ruled a Waltham fumble 
and the ball given to Newton at the 
point where Castoldl recovered it. 

Five plays later came the blocked 
Newton punt and the Waltham touch- 
down. The fourth weird ruling by 

the officials came on the third from 
the last play of the game. Myers 
was attempting to pass and while try- 
ing to find an unguarded receiver 
ran with the ball up to the line of 
scrimmage before tossing it. Newton 
was penalized live yards for throwing 
the pass less thun five yards back 
of the scrimmage line. The penalty 
for such a violation of the rules is 
merely the loss of a down with no 
loss of yards. 

Savignano was outstanding in the 
Newton hackllekl carrying the ball 
on 21 rushes for a total gain of 47 
yards. Treanuie had a slightly bet- 
ter average currying nine times for 
a total gain of 33 yards. MacLeod 
carried three times for 11 yurds gain 
while Tommy Thompson, the fourth 
starting back, carried four times for 
four yards. Connolly was Waltham’s 
leading baekfleld gainer with 14 yards 
in ten rushes. That Newton had pos- 
session of tho ball the greater part 
of the time Is indicated in tho fig- 
ures showing that Newton rushed 43 
times for a total gain of 93 yards 
and Waltham carried but 24 times for 
a total of 27 yards. Newton had a 
six to three margin in first downs. 
Connolly of Waltham had a slight 
margin In his punting duel with Sav- 
ignano. Waltham punted 9 times for 
277 yards us against 12 kicks for 
Newton totaling 348 yards. However, 
Savignano’s kicking was the most bril- 
liant. On several occasions the ball 
traveled well over 40 yards but on 
two or three occasions he was rushed 
and in order to get tho kick away 
had to kick it high In the air. One 
of these times tho ball landed fifteen 
yards beyond tho lino of scrimmage 
only to bounce backwards until Sav- 
finally tell on it himself a 
yard back of tho point where it had 
been put In play. Tho blocked punt, 
of course, also helped to bring down 
Savignano’s average. Newton’s for- 
ward passing was woefully weak with 
thirteen pusses* attempted, but one of 
which was completed, and ono inter- 
cepted. Waltham tried eleven passes 
completed but two und hud threo in- 
tercepted. Waltham’s two completed 
passes were for 19 and 13 yurds each 
while Newton’s ono completion was 
for only five yards. 

In Newton’s lino Melvin Swig 
loomed up. He made two of the In- 
terceptions of Waltham passes at cru- 
cial times and his clean hard tackling 
brought the Waltham carriers down 
before they had made any sizublo

Waltham elected to kick 
and Gaziano’s kickoff went to Thomp- 
son on the Newton 20. He got back 
to the 33 before being downed. Sav- 
ignano and McLeod each made 4 yards 
at the tackles and Sav punted to 
Lando on the Waltham 19. The Watch 
City quarterback was downed by the 
Newton ends on the Waltham 25. 
From a fake kick formation McMullen 
gained but 2 yards. Connolly punted 
outside at the Newton 44. McLeod’s 
long pass to Sav was out of tho lat- 
ter’s reach. The Newton quarterback 
picked up 3 yurds at tackle and then 
punted, the hall going over the Wal- 
tham goal and being put in play at 
tho 20. Two plays from kick forma- 
tion with Connolly taking the ball 
netted six yards. Connolly kicked 
but Newton was offside on the play, 
the ball was brought back and New- 
ton penalized 5 yards, giving the

NEWTON TEAM AIMS 
FOR THIRD WIN OVER 
BROOKLINE ELEVEN 

The Nowton High School football 
team Is aiming for Its third straight 
victory over Brookline High when the 
two elevens meet In the annual grid- 
iron clash on Thanksgiving Day 
which takes plnces this year at tho j 
Dickinson Stadium. Hostilities will 
start at 10:30. With the Suburban 
League title already having been won i 
by Rlndge Tech there will be nothing 
at stake except the honor and glory 
of victory. However a Newton win 
means second place In the league j 
standing while a Brookline victory j 
would tumble Newton Into the cellar 
as Brookline now has a tie and a loss 
in Its two league contests. A tie be- 
tween the two rivals would keep New- 
ton in second place and would enable 
the Wealthy Towners to climb into 
third, above Cambridge Latin. 

Nowton is a heavy fnvorito to win 
with the margin being anywhere 
from one touchdown to several. Brook- 
line has shown flashes of an offense 
which may he productive of a score j 
against Newton and its defense may 
rise to the occasion and hold Newton 
off. On the basis of comparative rec- 
ords Newton has a clear margin hav- 
ing scored 62 points in nine games ns 
against 27 for Brookline in seven 
games. Tho nine opponents of the 
orange and black have tallied 102 
points for an average of nearly twelve 
points each and the seven Brookline 
opponents have totaled 86 points for 
an average of a little better than 
twelve points each. Defensively 
neither team has little on the other 
although tho calibre of Newton’s op- 
ponents has been harder than those of 
Brookline. While Newton lias been 
facing Brockton, Manchester, Everett 
and Waltham tho Wealthy Towners 
have met such teams as Fitchburg, B. 
C. High and Winthrop. In only one 
of these three, the game with B. C. 
High, was Brookline victorious in a 6 
to 0 game while Newton’s only win 
against this quartet of opponents was 
the 13 to 12 thriller over Brockton. 

The two teams have met four com- 
mon opponents, Cambridge Latin, 
Rlndge Tech, Quincy and Arlington. 
These four games give a truer picture 
of the relative abilities of the two 
outfits. Newton tallied 39 points as 
against 44 for these four teams while 
Brookline could garner only 14 while 
allowing a total of 66. Quincy nar- 
rowly defeated Newton In a 7 to 6 
game after Newton hnd carried the 
Granite City eleven all over the lot, 
failing, however, to cross the oppos- 
ing goal line on several occasions.

Ar- 
lington pounded Newton into submis- 
sion in the opening game of the sea- 
son in an 18 to 7 game and then 
snowed Brookline under last Satur- 
day by a score of 31 to 7. Brookline 
battled Winthrop to a 7 to 7 tie early 
in tho season while Newton and Lynn 
English fought a scoreless deadlock in 
the third Newton game. In addition 
to tho Lynn English scoreless tie New- 
ton has failed to cross the opposing 
goalline in only one other game, that 
with Waltham last Saturday, Brook- 
line has been blanked threo times, by 
Quincy. Rlndge Tech, and Fitchburg. 

In an effort to develop further offen- 
sive strength. Coach Sanborn has 
been experimenting this week. He has 
brought Melvin Swig and Howard Mil- 
ner out of the line and put them in 
baekfleld positions. Swig, through 
several opportunities to carry tho hall 
on pass Interceptions In previous 
games, has showed considerable prom- 
ise as a hall-carrier. Milner, also, has 
the earmarks of being both a good 
blocking back and ball-carrier. Swig 
can throw forward passes creditably 
and is a punter of fair ability. Milner 
is also a fair punter hut needs consid- 
erable more practice in timing his 
kicks. With Savignano and Treannie 
in the bnckfleld with Swig and Milner, 
the Newton mentor feels that consid- 
erable has been added to tho offensive 
strength. Much had also been added 
to strengthen tho forward passing de- 
fence which at timeB has been none 
too certain. The transfer of the two 
linesmen to the baekfleld gives the 
Newton squad at least three backs for 
each of the four berths. At quarter- 
hack, Coach Sanborn can replace Sav- 
ignano with Woodward or Myers. At 
fullback, Milner can be relieved by 
Thompson, Reardon or Moore and at 
tho halfback berths, Treannie and 
Swig can he replaced by MacLeod, 
Bosworth, O’Connell, Guido, Castoldl. 
Herllhy or Myers. Of these fourteen 
hacks, nine will he available next year 
with Savignano, Moore, Thompson, 
McLeod and Milner the leading quin- 
tet. 

Swig’s place at centre will be filled 
by Packard who has shown up well 
when given the opportunity in previ- 
ous games. Milner’s place at tackle 
will he filled by Clevenger or Hale. 
The former has been at the position 
this week as Hale has been bothered 
by minor bumps und bruises received 
in the Wulthum tussle. Incidentally, 
no serious injuries occurred in the 
Wulthum game. Surgent Moore, who 
has seen little action sinco receiving 
an ankle injury against Rlndge, Is ex- 
pected to he in shape for the Brook- 
line game. Tommy Thompson received 
a shoulder bruise in the Wulthum 
game but is fast rounding into shape 
ugain. The other line positions will 
ho held down Uy tho regulars with 
Grow at tho other tuckle berth, Miller 
und Wlshuch at the guard positions, 
Captain Gus Castoldl at ono end and 
either Jimmy Byrne or Warren Wit- 
tens ut the opposite wing. Should this 
line not be uhle to withstand the 
Brookline attuck or show tho lift 
needed to send the Newton bucks on 
their way, Couch Sunborn will prob- 
ably send Swig und Milner buck to

Local Delegate Reports on 

W. C. T. U. Convention 

Mrs. John A. Groves of Parker 
street, Newton Centre, has returned 
from Cleveland, Ohio, where she at- 
tended the 60th Anniversary Conven 
tion of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, as a delegate from 
Middlesex County. She reports the 
convention as remarkable for its 
crowded sessions and the spirit of 
optimism and new determination cli- 
maxed by the enthusiastic launching 
of a 5 year, 5 point, 5 hundred dollar 
program to culminate in the centenary 
of the birth of Francis Willard which 
is to embrace a nation wide plan of 
education for youths and adults alike, 
and also an unwavering championship 
of legislation, looking steadily toward 
the goal of national abolition of the 
drink traffic. 

The key-note address of the presi- 
dent. Mrs. Ida B. Wise Smith, was 
a review of the results of the first 
year of the re-established law protect- 
ing liquor traffic in the United States, 
pointing out that every promise made 
by Repealists had been completely 
shattered during the past eleven 
months and that the now regime of 
legal liquor was already affording the 
means and opportunity for not only the 
return of liquor control in Federal, 
State and city politics but that in its 
wake were now in rapid development 
the twin out-grown evils of other days 
— legalized gambling and lotteries, and 
white slavery and prostitution under 
political protection. 

Recalling that repeal was won in 
1933 by a wet vote aggregating barely 
one-fifth of the voting citizens of the 
39 states involved and referring to the 
elections of 1934, Mrs. Smith said, 
“The widely heralded victories of the 
wets last week in several states mean 
only one of two things, namely, either, 
that in the present continued eco- 
nomic stress the traffic’s revenue bait 
still misled many, or the voters, them- 
selves. had not yet seen clearly the 
steadily growing menace of repeal re- 
sults. 

A steadily increasing and widely 
distributed advance in membership 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, amounting to more than seven 
hundred now members per week for 
the entire year was recorded by the 
national secretary. 

An outstanding messuge of the con- 
vention was given by Arthur Barn- 
hart, whom tlie local newspapers de- 
scribed as a wealthy young uttorney, 
founder of a unique dry orgunizutiou 
among society youths. lie said that 
If the term a “Noble Experinnmt”’ 
was an accurate designation of the 
18th amendment to the constitution, 
then the 21st amendment, in the light 
of the past 11 months of repeal might 
well he termed the “Ignoble Experi- 
ment."

AMONG RECENT EVENTS 


Newton Community Club 

On November 8th, the Music com- 
mittee of the Newton Community 
Club presented as soloist Miss Mil- 
dred Jenkins, who first gave a group 
of English songs, then the reading of 
a prayer similur to those intoned be- 
fore the preaching of the sermon, in 
some of the Southern Colored church- 
es, and resembling in cadence the ne- 
gro spirituals which she next sang. 
Among these were "Sometimes I Feel 
Like a Motherless Child,” and "I 
Know that God Has Laid His Hands 
on Me." For encore she gave a read- 
ing “Go Down Devil.” Miss Jenkins 
singing, which has a weird and mys- 
tic quality, was much enjoyed. 

Mrs. Bertha Ashley Searle gave a 
very interesting illustrated lecture on 
"Russia and Russian Icons.” In in- 
troducing her subject, she said that 
the spirituals just sung resembled the 
icons with their painted versions of 
the Old and New Testaments; both 
being symbols of a religion of the 
spirit. The icon covers One Thou- 
sand years of Russian history, and 
copies of pictures made hundreds of 
years ago, and on up through the 
Nineteenth Century, were shown on 
the screen, portraying the changes in 
form and outline that took place dur- 
ing this time. Mrs. Searle’s slides are 
rare, being the only ones of their kind 
in this country; and some of them, 
especially that of St. Michael, are 
marvelous in their coloring.

Ernest Cobb, had for her Round Ta- 
ble Mrs. Horace M. Clarke and Mrs. 
Charles Z. Atwood from the Arlington 
Motion Picture Council; W. Leslie 
Bendslev of the Community Theatre, 
Wellesley, who presented the situation 
ns it applies to the independent thea- 
tre; Mrs. Florence G. Morse, Motion 
Picture chairman of the Twelfth Dis- 
trict: and C. E. Churchill, principal of 
the Emerson School, Newton Upper 
Falls. Mr. Churchill told about the 
moving picture machine which his 
school has purchased for educational 
purposes, and which is also used Sat- 
urday afternoons to give pleasure to 
the community. Mrs. Harold W. 
Drew, of the Newton Motion Picture 
Council, conducted n fifteen-minute 
discussion on the work of the Contact 
committee. Through the efforts of 
Mrs. Louis A. Myers sixty essays 
were written by pupils of Miss Smith’s 
English class In the Newton High 
School, giving their reaction to mo- 
tion pictures, and two of these essays 
were read. Mr. Bendslev suggested 
that these essays be sent to Holly- 
wood at once. 

Another large and interesting Round 
Table was that of Public Health. Mrs. 
A. H. Shannon, chairman. Dr. Luise 
Diez, of the State Board of Health; 
Miss Harriet Parsons, of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau; and Miss Nelson, of 
the Newton District Nursing Associa- 
tion. spoke on general health topics. 

A 12:30 o’clock a delicious luncheon 
was served under the direction of 
Mrs. Benjamin D. Miller, assisted by 
members from tlie affiliated Newton 
clubs. 

The hall was artistically decorated 
with autumn leaves and chrysanthe- 
mums, and every seat was taken. The 
president of the Newton Federation. 
Mrs. Charles C. Willspn, extended 
greetings, and Introduced Miss Helen 
Sandstrom, social worker of the 
Stearns School Centre. Miss Sand- 
strom described the character-building 
activities of their Centre, including 
dramatic classes for boys and girls; 
sewing classes: first aid, under a Red 
Cross nurse; talks on food by a diet- 
itian; mothers’ club, composed of for- 
ty-five mothers; supper club for men- 
tally-deficient girls; and supervised 
games for children, teaching them to 
participate, and offering comradeship, 
with a view to recreation as the best 
preventive of crime. Miss Sandstrom 
showed the necessity of a larger build- 
ing for these activities, as the present 
school building used is entirely Inade- 
quate for all of this work. 

Mrs. Victor P. Ratzburg, Program 
chairman, was everywhere present, 
keeping things moving quickly and 
smoothly. 

Tlie afternoon session opened at 2 
o’clock and Mrs. Willson thanked the 
Newton Centre Club for the use of 
their Club House and for their kind 
hospitality. Mrs. George J. Murphy, 
recording secretary, read the report ot 
the Annual Meeting of the Newton 
Federation held last spring. Mrs. 
Howard O. Winslow, first vice-presi- 
dent of tlie Newton Centre Club, in 
tlie absence of the president, extended 
the welcome to the Federation. 

Mrs. John F. Capron, Twelfth Dis- 
trict director, announced a Concert 
which Mrs. M. H. Gulesian is giving 
in honor of tlie State Federation presi- 
dent. Mrs. Thomas J. Walker, to bo 
held at tlie Hotel Statler, Sunday af- 
ternoon. November 25th, from 4 to 6 
o’clock. (Muh members with their 
families are invited. From 4 to 5 tlie 
ERA Chorus will lie heard, from 5 to 
i; William Dodge’s Symphonic Orchea 
tra with soloists. 

Mrs. Willson read a telegram from 
Morgan T. Ryan, registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, advising that on account of 
a fatal accident hearing he could not 
fill ills engagement lo speak before 
the Federation. Miss Harriet Par- 
sons, of tlie Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau, stepped into tlie gap, comparing 
some of her work with that of tlie 
Motor Vehicles Registrar, and explain- 
ing the difference between public and 
private relief work. Miss Parsons 
stressed the fact that at the present 
time tlie clothing situation has 
reached a critical point. Resources 
have been drained and the clothing 
being given now is very much worn. 
Many men here in Newton working 
on civic projects need shoes and un- 
derwear. 

Mary Pumphrey Tower, well-known 
Plano soloist, very artistically ren- 
dered several numbers. 

The ftnul speaker of the day gave 
the principal address. Julius E. War- 
ren. the new superintendent of 
schools in Newton, was escorted to 
tin* platform by Mrs. Ratzburg and 
introduced by Mrs. Willson. In a 
quiet, distinct manner, Mr. Warren 
gave plain facts and examples. He ex- 
plained that the same feeling as lias 
existed in all communities in which 
lie has lived Ih present heye in New- 
ton; tin* standing of our schools is 
pre-eminent In the field of education; 
and according to Boston newspapers 
Massachusetts leads tlie country in 
civic righteousness. Whether Mass- 
achusetts, Ohio, or New York schools 
are the host is not important, but re- 
taining tlie high quality of education, 
which lias matched up with any other 
community over u period of years, by 
eliminating weaknesses and gatlier-

THANKSGIVING DAY 

During the past few years it has been difficult to induce 
people to consider the things they have for which to be thank- 
ful. On the other hand many have dwelt upon their own dif- 
ficulties and failed to realize that others were far less fortunate. 
By and large the people of Newton have much, to be thankful 
for. As a city conditions are considerably better than in most 
cities of the state and certainly we are much better off than 
many cities in the west and middle west. The greatest thing 
to be thankful for is the opportunity to help others. That is 
the purpose for which the Newton Community Chest was 
formed. If you have done your part in the campaign now 
drawing to a close you can be thankful on Thanksgiving Day. 


| In recent years ns a result of fatal 
automobile accidents it has been pro- 
posed from time to time that a law 
be passed prohibiting sharp or pro- 
jecting radiator ornaments on auto- 
mobiles. Similar to the apathy 
shown on other attempts to lessen 
slaughter of persons by motor vehi 
cles, the use of these dangerous orna- 
ments has not been stopped. Certain- 
ly the odds are tremendously against 
a person hit by an automobile with 
out having them further increased by 
bayonet-like ornaments projecting 
out from the front of cars. The hor- 
rible mutilation of the head of an 
aged victim In this city last week is 
further proof why such senseless and 
menacing radiator ornaments should 
be prohibited. 


THTE COMING CITY ELECTION 

Five o clock this afternoon is the time limit for filing nom- 
ination papers of candidates for aldermanic and school com- 
mittee positions to be voted for at the city election early next 
month. Although it is an “off” year in that there is no mayoral- 
ty campaign there is every indication of an election with more 
than the usual interest. One of the reasons for this interest 
is due to the necessity of electing three aldermen in Wards 
1 and 7. This condition was brought about through the 
necessity of electing one of the three members from each of 
the wards to the Board to fill vacancies occurring since the last 
election. In Ward 1 the appointment of former Alderman 
Murray as Water Commissioner created a vacancy which the 
Board filled by naming George E. Rawson. The vacancy in 
Ward 7 caused by the death of Alderman Howlett was filled 
through the selection of former Alderman Mansfield. In both 
instances the selection could only be until the next city elec- 
tion — candidates for these seats will now run for the duration 
of the original term. Thus, instead of there being fourteen 
positions on the Board of Aldermen to be voted for there are 
now sixteen. 

Another factor which has created widespread interest is 
due to the fact that seven of the present members of the 
Board will retire and nine will run for re-election. From 
present indications there will be a contest except in two of 
the sixteen places on the ballot. These two are in the cases 
of Alderman Charles B. Floyd of Auburndale and Mr. Hender- 
son Inches, a candidate from Chestnut Hill to succeed Aider- 
man CoCrdingley who is retiring. 

Still a third factor creating interest in the city election is 
the probability in the change in the mayor’s office at the end 
of 1935. Mayor Weeks stated in the last campaign that he 
would not be a candidate for a fourth term, of office and thus 
there already is talk of potential candidates. Such an indica- 
tion of interest in the city election is gratifying from the point 
of view of good government. A full expression of the opinion 
of voters is always desirable whether it be on national, state 
or local election.

THE CHANGE IN WARD LINES 

The hearing at City Hall on Wednesday evening indicates 
there is considerable opposition to the proposed changes in the 
ward lines of the city. The problem is one which has engaged 
the minds of city officials for some time and early in the year a 
special committee of Aldermen was appointed to study the 
situation and report its recommendations. It was obvious from 
the beginning that the task was a difficult one and that re- 
gardless of what changes were proposed there would be dis- 
satisfaction in various sections. It is our opinion that the com- 
mittee should have recognized this fact and given residents of 
every section of the city an opportunity to express their in- 
dividual views at public hearings. This was done at the time 
of the zoning of the city and also before the location of the 
city hall was determined. Certainly a change in ward lines is 
fully as important as the zoning and more important than the 
site of the city hall. 

It is granted that it is rather late to adopt the procedure of 
having public hearings in the seven wards of the city if the 
changes are to be made this year. We see no necessity for 
making the changes immediately although the statutes of the 
Commonwealth provide the opportunity to do so in 1934 with- 
out the necessity of special legislation. The entire matter is of 
sufficient importance that we believe it is advisable to con- 
duct these hearings and then seek the necessary special legis- 
lation. 


INCREASE THE NUMBER OF WARDS 

There are two major objections to the proposed changes 
in the ward lines. The first is that the new wards, being of 
approximately equal voting strength, do not adequately pro- 
vide for the future growth of the south side of the city. It 
is believed that the north side wards have about reached their 
limits as regards voting strength. This contention is borne out 
through the fact that it is the older part of the city and is 
practically built up to the point where any large increase in 
population would only be brought about by the development 
of apartment house areas. This, it seems, is unlikely for some 
years to come. On the other hand there is considerable room for 
growth in the south side wards, particularly in the vicinity of 
the Worcester turnpike and in the Oak Hill section. The other 
major objection is the destruction of village identity, particu- 
larly in the Newton Corner and Waban sections. 

The desirability of the change in ward lines is based upon 
the need for truer representation from all parts of the city. 
As things now stand the south side, with a larger number of 
voters in the two wards there, has less representation than 
the north side. There is only one way, as we see it, that the de- 
sired end can be accomplished. That is through the creation 
of additional wards. We recognize the undesirability of en- 
larging the legislative branch of municipal government and the 
contention that more efficiency is obtained from an unwieldy 
governmental body. A plan to create additional wards must 
have as one of its qualifications no more than the present num- 
ber of aldermen. This can be accomplished through the creation 
of two more wards, making a total of nine. 

The geographical, numerical, and political make-up of the 
city lends itself admirably to the nine-ward plan. Three of 
the wards, as represented by Wards 1, 2 and 7, constitute the 
northerly section of the city with slightly more than one- 
third of the total registered vote. Wards 3, 4 and the Waban 
and Upper Falls section constitute the westerly section and 
also a little more than one-third of the registered vote. The 
southerly section, comprised of Ward 6 and the Newton High- 
lands arid Oak Hill sections have a total vote somewhat less 
than a third of the entire number of registered voters but it 
is in this section that allowance must be made for growth. 
Under this plan a few minor changes would be necessary in 
the north section of the city and Wards 5 and 6 would be split 
into four wards, each containing about 3200 voters. 
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The people of Waban deserve 
praise for the militant civic pride 
they displayed In coming 250 strong 
to Newton City Hall on Wednesday 
night to protest against the scheme 
of the Board of Aldermen to divide 
that village by splitting it at Chest- 
nut st. Waban residents, like those 
in other parts of the city, had not 
been informed by the secretive Board 
of Aldermen about this plan until the 
close of last week. But, they started 
a telephone campaign at onco and 
aroused the united opposition of the 
village to the impractical and unnec- 
essary plan to separate that section 
by placing part of it in one Ward 
and part in another. Other districts 
of Newton might well emulate the 
spirit shown by residents of Waban.

It is about time that determined 
measures he taken in Newton to curb 
reckless driving of automobiles by ir- 
responsible youths. Too many serious 
accidents have occurred in this city, 
involving automobiles operated by 
hoys of school age. Just because dot- 
ing fathers and mothers can’t resist 
the pleadings of a son or daughter, 
and provide their offspring with a car, 
or an apology for a car, as soon as the 
hoy or girl reaches the age of 16, is no 
reason why the lives and sufety of the 
public should be jeopardized. The 
protection of the public, and this in- 
cludes little children, is more impor- 
tant than the pampering of spoiled 
darlings. 


If anyone In this State murders an- 
other person by means of a fire arm, 
or stabs one to deuth, or wantonly 
kills by similar violent methods, the 
guilty party is supposed to he severe 
ly punished. It is expected, even 
though his crime was not premedi 
tated, that he is guilty of manslaughter 
and that lie (or she) will be sent to 
jail for a long term of years. But, 
reckless or drunken uutoists, driving 
cars with utter disregard for the lives 
and sufety of the public, either (and 
this is usuully the case) do not re- 
ceive any juil sentence, or in a very 
small percentage of cases are sent to 
juil for a few months. Recently in 


this State a man was Jound guilty of 
Jiis fellow had

driving to endanger. Tl 
several times failed to obtain u license 
to drive an automobile. Despite this 
he operated cars on our highways. 
Last July on a State highway near 
Worcester the car he was driving hit 
another car and killed a man riding 
in it. Tlie collision caused two other 
cars to become involved in a general 
crash. Fifteen persons were injured. 
The man who was driving illegally 
and recklessly, who caused one deuth 
and injuries to 15 persons, was not 
even found guilty of manslaughter. 
On the reckless driving conviction he 
was sentenced to serve 9 months in 
jail. And we are having 25 and more 
persons a week killed on highways in 
Massachusetts. Such slaughter will 
continue, and will increase until the 
people of tills State displuy sufficient 
briins and moral couruge to insist 
tlut police, district attorneys and 
judges who are paid to properly en- 
force our laws, will do their duty in 
regard to automobile drivers who mur- 
der and maim.

Citizens of Newton have supposed 
they were living in a community un- 
der a representative form of govern- 
ment, hut the manner in which the 
Newton Board of Aldermen has gone 
about the matter of the proposed new 
Ward lines would cause one to ( (in- 
clude that the Aldermen believe they 
constitute an oligarchy. Confronted 
with one of the most important prob- 
lems in the 61 years’ history of the 
city of Newton, a matter vitally af- 
fecting the future of this city and the 
welfare of its residents, did the pres- 
ent Board of Aldermen give the citi- 
zens of Newton proper opportunities 
to express their views, to offer sugges- 
tions? Opportunities which our citi- 
zens and taxpayers are entitled to and 
which were recognized by former 
Boards of Aldermen in 1922 when the 
zoning ordinance was created, and a 
few years later when the city hall site 
was being considered. No! Although 
the present Board of Aldermen was 
told by Mayor Weeks on January 1st 
that it should take action on the mat- 
ter of changing the Ward lines, and 
although a special committee was ap- 
pointed early this year to study this 
subject, the people of Newton were 
kept in the dark about the plans until 
a week ago. No public hearings were 
held in the various villages. No sug- 
gestions or information were asked 
from former Aldermen. Newton mem- 
bers of the Legislature were not 
asked for their views. Whatever dis- 
cussion the Aldermen had on this mat- 
ter was in the secrecy of a committee 
room. And the plan which finally 
was revealed to the Newton citizens 
would divide several villages of the 
city, including the oldest village at 
Newton Corner, Newtonville and Wa- 
ban. It would join in revised Wards 
sections with distinct community af- 
filiations. It would end to a large de- 
gree the village entirety which has 
made Newton the delightful residential 
city it is. There is nothing impossi- 
ble or even difficult in dividing Newton 
into Wards which will retain the vil- 
lages of the city as units, which will 
give equal voting strength to the 
Wards and which will allow for future 
development. If such a plan has not 
occurred to our Aldermen or cannot 
be devised by them, Newton has many 
citizens possessing sufficient resource- 
fulness to give information as to sat- 
isfactory Ward planning. 

There is nothing sacrosanct in seven 
Wards. There is no good reason why 
the number cannot be increased to 
eight, nine or even ten, if such an in- 
crease will retain Newton’s villages 
as units and preserve our community 
life. The numbers of Wards can be 
increased without increasing the num- 
ber of Aldermen. The increase in 
the number of Wards can easily be 
authorized by the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature. And if the Board of Aider- 
men persists in passing the present 
impractical, undesirable plan, it is a 
certainty that citizens of Newton will 
quickly introduce a bill to the coming 
Legislature to bring about the revoca- 
tion of such action and permit the 
division of Newton into Wards in a 
manner satisfactory to the great ma- 
jority of our residents. And any Al- 
derman who would vote to foist the 
present plan upon the city, would find 
he would have a real battle for re- 
election, should he seek it.

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Another bill that will probably be 
presented to the incoming Legislature 
Is one that will ask for the changing 
of the city charter so that each Ward 
In this city will vote as a Ward for 
two Aldermen. A large percentage 
of Newton citizens resent voters in 
other Wards determining the election 
of two of the Aldermen from each 
Ward. Especially since it has be- 
come the custom in luto years for 
party politics to bo injected into sup- 
posedly non-partisan city elections. 


At the hearing before the Aider- 
men on Wednesday night on the mat- 
ter of now Ward lines certain citi- 
zens of Ward 2, Newtonville, regis- 
tered by voice and letters objections 
to being transferred to the proposed 
Ward 1. One of their objections wus 
— that their community interests are 
in Newtonville and they desire to con- 
tinue their political a fliliutlon with 
that village. This is a reasonable ob- 
jection. Another objection was — that 
Ward 1 Is a mercantile and manufac- 
turing Wurd and the affiliation with 
such a Ward and the representation 
it would have in the Board of Alder- 
men would ho quite undesirable to 
residents of Precinct 1 of Ward 2. 
The reul purport of this objection wus 


obvious. It really meant that those 
objecting consider themselves in 
different social class from residents 
of Nonantum. For Nonantum is the 
only section of the proposed Ward 1 
which is zoned for manufacturing pur- 
poses. And factories don’t vote. More- 
over, the owners of the factories in 
Nonantum are not residents or vot- 
ers of Ward 1. And most of the man- 
ufacturing activities in Nonantum are 
now located in Ward 2 and have been 
since Newton became a city. 

As to the objection of the Ward 2 
residents against the type of Aider- 
men who would be elected from Ward 
1, we list the men who were chosen 
as Aldermen by Ward 1 and Nonan- 
tum in past years. William J. Do- 
herty, an executive of the Armstrong 
Transfer Company and for ‘years a 
member of the Board of Registrars of 
Voters of Newton. John W. Murphy, 
Chairman of the Board of Assessors of 
Newton; appointed to this Board by 
Mayor Childs and regarded by Mayor 
Weeks as one of the city’s most com- 
petent officials. John C. Madden, now 
a member of the Newton Board of 
Health and one of Newton’s most 
highly respected citizens. A lawyer 
by profession. William S. Ball of 
Waban st. A member of one of New- 
ton’s oldest families. Dr. Thomas M. 
Gallagher, medical examiner for New- 
ton, Waltham, Weston and Water- 
town. William A. Sproat, for over 30 
years a valued employee of the Wal- 
worth Manufacturing Company and a 
man of high character. These men 
compare favorably with those who 
have been elected from Ward 2 or 
any other Ward in the city. They 
are either natives of Newton or have 
resided here 40 years and more; much 
longer than the residents of Ward 2 
who are apprehensive of the type of 
representation characteristic of Ward 
1. The writer also has been an Al- 
derman from Ward 1. 

A rather crude individual, limited 
in education and of quite ordinary 
ability, he is the only exception to 
the succession of high type Aider- 
men who have represented Ward 1, 
including Nonantum. The other past 
and present Aldermen from the Ward 
certainly measure up to the social and 
cultural stratum of those residents of 
Ward 2 who voice apprehensions of 
the typo of representation they might 
get if placed in Ward 1.

Legal Status 
Of Women 
Is Discussed 


"The Legal Status of Women" is the 
subject chosen by the first study group 
of the Newton Branch of the Boston 
League of Women Voters. There nre 
still some discriminations which pre- 
clude women from sharing an equal 
opportunity and a full equality with 
men. It Is the object of this study to 
discover these discriminations with a 
view to their eventual removal.

Cong. Luce Talks 
On Government 
At Rotary Club 

Deploring the tendency towards the 
concentration of governmental powers 
which ^rill result in the breaking down 
of the Federal system with eventual 
destruction of the Constitution of the 
United States unless curbed, Congress- 
man Robert Luce gave a most inter- 
esting spade h at the meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday noon. 
An audience of nearly one hundred 
and llft> -business and professional 
men, representing the Newton, Wal- 
tham, Needham and Concord Rotary 
Clubs was present in a joint meeting 
sponsored by the local service organ- 
ization at the Brae Burn Country Club. 
Congressman Luce, who was recently 
defeated < for re-election, was intro- 
duced by ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs 
of Newton. Mr. Childs, who was a 
candidate f6r Congress against Mr. 
Luce in 19l8, referred to his friend- 
ship for tlie veteran legislator, a 
friendship which began in tho cam- 
paign of .that year and closed his re- 
marks saying, “he lias walked the 
heights pf public service whpre the 
lights lieut flerciest without a dent in 
his armoUor a stain upon his shield — 
Congressman Robert Luce.” 

Referring to the recent campaign 
Congressman Luce told of his defeat 
io 1912, attributing it to Roosevelt 
the Firrft, and in 1934 because of the 
activities of Roosevelt the Second. 
The defeat, be added, was not without 
its compensations and he indicated 
that lie woTtld resume intensive study 
of politics in its highest sense — the 
science of government. In this field 
Congressman Luce has always been a 
keen student. In the first of Ills ad- 
dress Mr. Luce outlined the progress, 
decline, and reappearance of dem- 
ocracy from the days of Aristotle to 
the present. Democracy — the founda- 
tion of which is representative govern- 
ment — was one of the motives for the 
establishment of the colonies and the 
desire to escape the domination of 
one-power authority the reasons for 
the American Revolution. Since the

Public Inspection 
Of Bigelow School 
Tues. Eve., Dec. 4 


The Bigelow Junior High School at 
Bark and Arlington sts., will be open 
for public inspection on Tuesday eve- 
ning, December 4th. at 8 p. m. 

Tlie alteration and enlargement of 
this school building lias recently been 
finished at a cost of about $135,000. 
This work was done as a P. W. A. 
project and provides much needed fa- 
cilities to have the school properly 
function as a junior high unit. The 
Bigelow* School was erected as a grade 
school nearly 40 years ago and the 
building has not had the requisite size 
or equipment to meet the needs of jun- 
ior high work. Several years ago a 
wing was added to it which provided 
a gymnasium. The new* wing, recent- 
ly completed, provides six additional 
class rooms, a room for instruction 
in cooking, and an extra room. 

The alterations in the older part of 
the building give a room for instruc- 
tion in sewing and turned the old au- 
ditorium into a cafeteria. A stage 
was built in the gymnasium and this 
will lie used also as an auditorium. 
Tlie building and its wings now con- 
tain all the features of a modern jun- 
ior high school. 

Among the speakers at the public 
inspection on Tuesday night will be 
Mayor Weeks. Walter R. Amesbury, 
chairman of the Newton School Com- 
mittee. and Frank W. Chase of New- 
tonville. w*ho retired as principal of 
the school last June after having 
served in that capacity for 29 years. 

Those who will attend the inspection 
of the school on Tuesday evening will 
be greeted by the new principal. 
Hadyn S. Pearson, and the teaching 
staff. Mr. Pearson, who is the young- 
est school principal in Newton, was 
born at Farmington. N. H., 33 years 
ago. He graduated from New Hamp- 
shire University in 1926 and received 
a master’s degree in education from 
Harvard in 1930. He taught at the 
Utica, N. Y., Country Day School, 
Meadowbrook Scliool in Weston and 
Lexington High School before coming 
to the Weeks Junior High School at 
Newton Centre two years ago. Mr. 
Pearson is married and resides on 
Allerton rd., Newton Highlands. 

The Bigelow* School holds a unique 
place in the affections of the older 
residents of Newton. Mr. Chase served 
as its principal for 29 years, and his 
predecessor. Henry Chapin Sawin, was 
principal for 35 years.

The veteran organizations of New- 
ton have been invited to attend, and 
it is expected that many former par- 
ticipants of the World War will at- 
tend In uniform.

Operator 27. or Lt. Mueller, was 
born on the Rhine, and was educated 
in France. He was a professional 
musician previous to the War. He 
was called to the colors in 1913, and 
became a member of the “Empress’ 
Life Guards.” At the outbreak of the 
War he was in the vanguard of the 
invading army wiiich finally stopped 
at the Marne. After two years in the 
trenches, he became a spy. Dropped 
from a plane into a French camp in 
the uniform of a French officer he be- 
gan his thrilling adventures in be- 
half of the Fatherland. Three times 
his life hung in the balance as the 
prospect of facing a firing squad 
seemed imminent, all of which he re- 
lates in his gripping story. He tells 
of his meeting with Mata Hari, that 
glamorous female spy, and recounts 
in detail the events that brought on 
her downfall. 

Lt. Mueller is now* a citizen of the 
United States.

BROOKLINE PASSES 
BRING FIRST WIN OVER 
NEWTON, SINCE ’30 

An air-minded Brookline high school 
eleven pinned n 13 to 7 defeat on the 
Newton high football team yesterday 
morning at the Dickinson stadium, 
Newtonville. Completing ten out of 
nineteen forwnrd pnsses for a total 
gain of 140 yards, the Wealthy Town- 
ers showed a clear margin of superi- 
ority over the orange and black. Both 
teams showed a rugged defensive 
game, the only sustained offensive by 
n running attack being shown hv New- 
ton in the third period when a march 
of half the length of the field resulted 
in the Newton touchdown. The in- 


of Brookline had set Newton hack 
with a well-directed kick into the 
coffin-corner. Savignano’s kick from 
behind his goal line gave the visitors 
the hall 35 yards from the Newton 
goal. Six plays later Brookline scored 
when a 20-yard pass by halfback Can- 
ner was completed by Hoye on the 
6-yard line without a Newton player 
at hand to prevent the Brookline quar- 
terback from going over the line. Cal- 
lanan, Newton fullback, leaped for the 
ball, attempting to ground it, hut 
missed by inches. 

Newton evened things up in the 
third period, receiving a kick at the 
Newton 40 and returning it to the 
Brookline 42, from which point a 
march began. It took nine running 
plays to produce the tying touchdown 
with a 14-yard jaunt by Savignano 
the longest individual advance. With 
the ball on the 5-yard line it took but 
two plays more, with Swig plunging 
through centre for the score. 

Captain Gus Castoldi kicked the ty- 
ing point and the two elevens went at 
it aguin. As the final period was draw- 
ing to a close Brookline produced its 
winning tally. Getting the ball on 
a poor kick which went hut ten yards 
beyond the line of scrimmage to the 
Newton 42-yard line, the red and blue 
took to the air again. Three succes- 
sive forward passes with Walsh on the 
throwing end were brilliantly executed 
and the ball brought to the Newton 
6-yard line. Walsh hammered at the 
Newton line and on the third attempt 
went over. 

With hut less than three minutes 
to play Newton retaliated with a for- 
ward passing attack which carried 
them thirty yards to the Brookline 
34 yard line but time expired. 

With the exception of the Brookline 
passes there was little thrilling ac- 
tion. The outstanding incident was 
an apparent touchdown run of 85 
yards on the opening kickoff of the 
game when Joe Walsh ran through 
the entire Newton eleven. The run 
was illegal, however, as Brookline 
linemen ran buck into the restricted 
area as the kickoff was made. New- 
ton was permitted to kickoff a sec- 
ond time with the hall being put 
down 5 yards nearer the Brookline 
goal. 

Brookline had a 9 to 8 margin in 
first downs with seven of the nine 
the result of passes. On the other 
hand but two of Newton’s were 
through the air and the remainder by 
a ground attack. The Brookline vic- 
tory wus the first over a Newton 
team since 1930 when the Dickinson 
stadium was dedicated. It was also 
the first time Brookline has scored 
against Newton since that year and 
the first victory or score against 
teams coached by Ralph Sanborn of 
Newton. 

Brookline defeated B. C. High 
few weeks ago 6 to 0 but prior to 
that game had not won since the 
middle of the season of 1931.

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THE ‘‘UNCONSCIOUS” TAXPAYER 

Representative Albert Bigelow, Chairman of the Mass. 
House of Representatives Ways and Means Committee, made a 
valuable suggestion in a recent speech in which he urged the 
waking up of the ‘‘unconscious*’ taxpayer. There are, ho said, 
‘‘direct and indirect taxpayers. The former are awake to what 
is going on because they are directly affected. The indirect 
taxpayer, or as I should like to call him, the unconscious 
taxpayer, needs to be revived into tax consciousness.” Rep. 
Bigelow advocated the handling of this work similarly to any 
selling campaign with a trained body of tax salesmen who 
could talk to groups of people and bring home to them the 
part taxes play in everyday life. Such a campaign could well 
be augmented by use of newspapers, radio, cartoons, posters, 
circulars and other forms of advertising, the Brookline legisla- 
tor declared. He further suggested that all civic groups and 
special interests who are now actively aroused to the tax prob- 
lem should meet together on common ground and pool their 
activities. They would thus be able to settle their practical 
differences and be in a position to take effective action. With 
the present trend toward steadily increasing costs of govern- 
ment such a doctrine is indispensable counsel if we are to 
find our way out of the whirlpool which seemingly sur- 
rounds us. 


A MASSACHUSETTS ‘‘BRAIN TRUST” 

Governor-Elect Curley declares that what Massachusetts 
needs is a ‘‘brain trust” composed of men of character and 
ability to study and solve the problems of the Commonwealth. 
We rise to the defence of that honorable body in which we are 
privileged to represent the citizens of Newton — The Great and 
General Court of Massachusetts. The Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture as a svhole is capable of meeting the problems of the 
State. It has done so for over three hundred years. During 
that time Massachusetts has always held a position in the 
front rank of the entire United States. Today the Common- 
wealth is financially sound, it is far advanced over many 
other states in respect to much legislation adopted. To be sure 
there is much criticism of the Massachusetts Legislature. This 
it not true here alone, however, as Congressman Luce in- 
timated in his address this week when he said that one of the 
puzzling questions of today is why legislative bodies all over 
the globe have fallen into disrepute. What Massachusetts 
needs more than a State ‘‘brain trust” is protection by the Fed- 
eral government from the inroads made upon us by states in 
other parts of the Union. Many states are pressing legislation 
to obtain for themselves far greater return for the revenues a 
smaller number of taxpayers turn over as Federal taxes than 
does Massachusetts.

ABOUT TOWN

Many years ago leading citizens of 
Newton realizing the foolishness of 
confusing national political issues with 
local government had legislation 
passed which caused city elections in 
Newton to be placed on a non-pa rtisnn 
basis. The purpose was to obtain the 
service in our city government of the 
best qualified men regardless of their 
party affiliations in national politics. 
The intent of this commendable desire 
was practiced until several years ago. 
Then, certain Republican politicians in 
Newton started to inject partisan pol- 
itics into our city elections by having 
the Republican City Committee enforce 
a slate of candidates. Unfortunately, 
many voters of Newton, either be- 
cause they do not take the trouble 
to investigate the different candidates’ 
qualifications themselves, or because 
they are comparative newcomers to 
the city, have been influenced by the 
Republican City Committee’s slates 
and have voted for the endorsed can- 
didates, although some of these can- 
didates were much inferior to the can- 
didates not endorsed. In other words, 
the purpose of non-partisan elections 
in Newton has been largely nullified 
by the injection of partisan politics. 

Recently the Republican City Com- 
mittee held a meeting and it was 
argued and agreed upon by most pres- 
ent that no candidates for Aldermen 
would be endorsed at the coming elec- 
tion. This decision was cast aside at 
a meeting of the Republican City 
Committee on Tuesday night. We 
urge you to disregard the slate you 
will receive from the Republican City 
Committee and make your own inquir- 
ies as to the merits of the various can- 
didates. 

A bill will be presented to the Leg- 
islature at the coming session by a 
number of Newton citizens. This 
bill will seek to change the charter of 
the City of Newton and the principal 
reason for the change is to procure 
home government and just representa- 
tion for the various sections of New- 
ton. Under the present charter each 
Ward votes as a Ward for only one 
of its three Aldermen. The other two 
are voted for all over the city. Ob- 
viously this method is quite unfair. 
Its purpose is to prevent any one Ward 
from selecting a majority of its Al- 
dermen. Here is an illustration: In 
Ward 1 there are two candidates for 
the unexpired term of Alderman-at- 
Large. They are Major Frank T. 
McCabe of Lewis st., and Richard H. 
Lee of Weldon rd. Major McCabe has 
been a resident of Ward 1 for 11 years. 
He retired from the regular army last 
year after 33 years of excellent serv- 
ice. He enlisted as a private and rose 
to the rank of major. He is a gradu- 
ate of Suffolk Law School and is a 
man of unusual character, combining 
initiative and aggressiveness. He was 
responsible for the building of the ten- 
nis courts at Cabot Park and the gen- 
eral improvement of that park and 
playground several years ago. He has 
given freely of his time in civic af- 
fairs, and among his other activities 
he served as instructor of the Girl 
Scouts. He has the endorsement and 
support of Mayor Weeks and most of 
the former Aldermen of Ward 1. If the 
election were confined to Ward 1, 
Major McCabe would easily be elected. 

Opposing him is Richard H. Lee, a 
young lawyer who has been a resi- 
dent of Newton for only four years. 
We understand he is a young man of 
high character, but it stands to rea- 
son that because of his limited resi- 
dence in the Ward he has little knowl- 
edge of its people or of the city. Yet, 
Mr. Lee is to be on the endorsed slate 
of the Republican City Committee. 
And he will lie on it despite the fact 
that a majority of the members of 
the Ward 1 Republican Committee 
favored Major McCabe. Why is Mr. 
Lee endorsed? Because certain resi- 
dents of Ward 7 fostered his candi- 
dacy and the Republican City Com- 
mittee was swayed the other night 
by a woman member of the Ward 7 
Republican Committee. It is the un- 
warranted interference of this lady 
and other Ward 7 residents in the 
affairs of Ward 1 which has deter- 
mined residents of Ward 1, in con- 
junction with residents of other Wurds 
of Newton, to seek relief from the 
manifestly unfair method now in op- 
eration whereby citizens of Newton 
Wurds are unfuirly interfered with in 
the selection of their representatives 
in our city government.

Cong. Luce Talks 
On Government 
At Rotary Club

World War democratic government 
has disappeared on the face of Con- 
tinental Europe and a return to one- 
power authority been manifested, par- 
ticularly in Russia with Stalin, in 
Germany with Hitler, and in Italy with 
Mussolini. Fascism and Bolshevism, 
however, are as far apart as the two 
poles — Stalin’s program includes the 
abolition of private property while 
Mussolini believes in the extreme of 
capitalism. They have one thing in 
common, however, in the desire to 
abolish universal suffrage. Mussolini 
has taken steps toward tills goal 
through the setting up of 22 occupa- 
tional groups which makes laws for 
itself after they are submitted to the 
National Council with a power of veto 
by Mussolini. The United States has 
a similar program in the NRA and the 
administration of codes. 

Recognition, however, must be taken 
of the “sub merged tenth” of the pop- 
ulation of America. One million of 
these are under restraint, another mil- 
lion ready to act at any time in ways 
which would make confinement neces- 
sary. and several millions of others 
of "unstable judgment.” This latter 
group Includes those subject to bribes 
and other forms of venality. This 
tenth often holds the balance of power 
in elections Mussolini lias disen- 
franchised the jobless and confined. 

One of the most perplexing of the 
questions of today is that of why law 
making bodies everywhere on the face 
of the globe have fallen into disre- 
pute. There is not one that satisfies 
the people. This fact is one reason why 
citizens of the United States have 
watched with little display of interest 
the transfer of powers from Congress 
to the president within the past eight- 
een months. The critical question at 
hand is as to whether or not this del- 
egation of powers is to continue. Con- 
gre n in • reiterated his belief 
that some delegation has been neces- 
sary but gave his opinion that we 
have gone far beyond a desirable 
limit, i le , e ised bis belief tbat 
Congress should have retained more 
control over policies while transfer- 
ring much of the detail to the execu- 
tive branch of government. In this 
connection he mentioned the coinage 
p and thi processing tax powers 
transferred by the last Congress to tho 
President. The power to tux is a 
distinct duty of the legislative branch 
under the Constitution of the United 
Stutes. Mr. Luce queried as to wheth- 
er or not we were going to "follow 
Continental Europe and see tho dia- 
uppeurum < of representative govern- 
ment here." 

With a population of 126 millions a 
concentration of power Is not proper 
and a system of checks and bulunces, 
for the concentration of power ulwuys 
precedes tho destruction of liberty.”

Pretty Soft For Daddy 

Those who write humorously of 
Christmas gifts — and their annual ef- 
fusions are about due — seldom fail 


as provided by the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of our gov- 
ernment, of great value. This system 
is a heritage of our forefathers and 
should be preserved. Under it, wheth- 
er in Republican or Democratic ad- 
ministrations, the United States have 
prospered. Both parties, when out 
of power, have denounced the increase 
in commissions and bureaus. When 
in power, however, both parties have 
diametrically opposed their conten- 
tion and bureaus and commissions 
have been created. In the 1932 cam- 
paign this w’as one of the outstanding 
points of contention and yet in the 
last year and a half 75 new’ commis- 
sions and bureaus have been cre- 
ated. Increased public pay rolls have 
resulted until there are now 9% or 
one person in every 11 working for 
the government. The time is com- 
ing when public employees will con- 
trol elections und votes will be given 
solely to get jobs and turn out those 
who have them. The basis of govern- 
ment will b*e public employment in- 
stead of by the States. 

Thirty years ago the Workmen’s 
Compensation Dill w’as defeated and 
today it would be impossible to kill 
it. This is an instance of the speed 
of reforms. Today the vital question 
seems to be Old Age Pension with the 
country looking to the National gov- 
ernment to solve tin* problem instead 
of to each state. This fact Is illus- 
trated in many ways with the west and 
south designing legislation to squeeze 
the “plutocratic Eust.” In the 
last allotment of money for road pur- 
poses Nevada (smaller in population 
than tho city of Cumhridge and about 
one and a lmlf times that of Newton) 
received more money than Massachu- 
setts. In a recent allotment of relief 
funds North Dakota received $220 for 
each resident and Massachusetts but 
$2.59. 

To’day, as throughout the history of 
the United Stutes, we are In better 
condition than Continental Europe, 
and possibly England. Canada alone 
is a possible exception. This is due, 
Mr. Luce stated, in a large part to 
our system of government. “I dread 
seeing this Federal system broken 
down and I fear for the sufety of our 
country. I believe we are getting 
the right perspective. Woodrow Wil- 
son was a great president and an in- 
tellectual genius." Quoting from Pres. 
Wilso's works, Congressman Luce 
suid, "The story of liberty is tho his- 
tory of the concentration of power. 
Wo who resist tho concentration of 
power resist the processes of death

Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, uml honour, and power, 
and might, be unto our God for ever 
and ever. Amen.” The readings from 
the Cliristiun Science textbook, “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy, in- 
cluded tiie following citation: "Truth’s 
immortal idea is sweeping down the 
centuries, gathering beneath its wings 
the sick and sinning. My weary hope 
tries to reulizo that happy duy, when 
man shall recognize the Science of 
Christ and love his neighbor as him- 
self, - when he shull realize God's 
omnipotence and the heuling power of 
tho divine Love in what it bus done 
and is doing for mankind” (p. 55). 

Towards the close of the service a 
brief opportunity was given to those 
of the congregation who wished to 
express gratitude for heulings received 
through Christlun Science. 

Tho service closed with t ho bene- 
diction from Psulms 68:65 which reud:

socintlon’s history a commotnoralivo 
Christmas Seal has been published for 
the 1934 sale to mark the 50th anni- 
versary of the founding at Saranac 
Lake by Dr. Trudeau of his now world- 
famous Sanatorium. The littlo cot- 
tage which Dr. Trudeau built to ac- 
commodate his first two patients is 
still standing. It Is reproduced on the 
1934 Christmas Seal. From this small 
beginning has grown tlje Nation-wide 
movement for the control of tuberculo- 
sis with more than 600 Sanatoria in 
the United States and 2,000 Tuber- 
culosis Associations. 

Wlmt Washington’s Birthday is to 
us as citizens, Dr. Trudeau’s birthday 
is to us as tuberculosis workers. Ed- 
ward Livingston Trudeau is the father 
of tuberculosis prevention work in cur 
country. 

Dr. Trudeau was a young man liv- 
ing in New York City just beginning 
his medical career when he became 
ill and his ailment was diagnosed as 
tuberculosis. Dr. Trudeau went to the 
Adirondack Mountains to live in the 
open, wishing to end his days In, the 
pursuits most pleasant to him, hunt- 
ing and fishing. But he got better. 
He noticed that often after exercise 
he became worse, and that after rest- 
ing he improved. He lived, in his own 
life, a demonstration, and not alto- 
gether an accidental demonstration, 
of the way to fight tuberculosis. Had 
he not been a trained observer, com- 
petent to interpret his own symptoms, 
and entitled to a hearing by his fel- 
low doctors and the public because 
of his professional training, his ex- 
perience might never have been rec- 
ognized by himself, or accorded ac- 
ceptance by the world.
